REFORM CLUB INCIDENT. 








ATTEMPTS TO CAUSE TROUBLE ABOUT 
THE ALLEGED INSULY TO CRISP— 
DEMONSTRATION IN THE HOUSE 
THE S8PEAKER’S FRIENDS TRY TO 
DISTORT THE OCCURRENCE. 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 12.—The Republicans are 
furiously indignant because Speaker Crisp was 
not called upon to speak at the Reform Club 
dinner in New-York last Saturday night. Noth- 
ing has ao mortified them since the election. 
Having no fight of theirown on hand just now 
and no hope in any direction except that of 
Givision of the Democrats, the’ Republicans, as 
#00n as they hear Speaker Crisp’s friends de- 
Glare that the Speaker has beon “ insulted,” 
fall into tantrums of rage and straightway in- 
timate to Crisp Democrats that they are “ 80 
mad” that they will vote for Mr. Crisp for 
Bpeaker of the Fifty-third Congress. 

The Crisp incident at the Reform Club dinner 
has continued to be an engrossing topic of con- 
versation to-day. The Speaker talks less about 
it and more calmly than some other Democrats, 
and few of the Democrats are so much wrought 
up aboutitas are the Republicans. Among a 
few of the Speaker's friends there is a willing- 
ness to accept the repeated assurances of Mr. 
E. Ellery Anderson and other Reform Clubmen, 
that no affront was intended to Mr. Crisp in the 
failure to call upon him for aspeech. Despite 
the assurances that Mr. Crisp was not “insult- 
ed,”’ these champions insist that he was. 

The Star declares that the Crisp men believe 
the affront to have been premeditated, and say 
that intimations were thrown out before the 
dinner “ that something was to happen.” What 
scems to have happened since the dinner is that 
the Crisp men have about declared war on the 
President before he has been inaugurated, and 
will be prepared to show him, when he comes 
to Washington, that the Speaker is too power: 
ful a person to be overlooked, even by accident, 
with impunity. 

It would be aboutas fair and decent for the 
persons who do not believe that Mr. Crisp was 
“insulted” to suggest that Mr. Crisp, in ac- 
cepting the invitation, assumed that he must be 
asked to speak and prepared his speech as if he 
had been assured that he would be called upon, 
feeling all the time that he would not be asked 
to talk and that the omission to call upon him 
would afford him just the opportunity he has 
found of precipitating a quarrel between the 
Democrats of the House who have declared for 
Crisp for Speaker of the Fifty-third Congress 
and those who believe that the best interests of 


the party and the cause of tariff reform call for 
@ reorganization of the House under a new 
Bpeaker. 


When the House assembied this morning 
there was a warm reception for the Speaker— 
“spontancous,” with aiarge share of the spon- 
taneity on the Kepublican side of the House. 
The zeal with which Mr. Reed’s side applauded, 
60 that the applause on the Democratic side 
secmed quite poor, was touching. Mr. Reed 
could not have como across anything so thrill- 
ing since he waved with the Blaine wavers and 
cheered with the Blaine cheerers at Minneapo- 
lis. The Crisp Chairmen of committees and 
some gentlemen who hope to be Chairmen testi- 
lied, by applauding, their appreciation of the 
“insult” to the Speaker of the House. 

The Crisp men are really inoonsistent in their 
anger. They furiously resent the failure to 
permit Mr. Crisp to make his early extra-session 
speoch, and, in the same broath that they make 
the remonstrance, they declare that the treat- 
ment Mr. Crisp received in New-York has surely 
elected him Speaker of the next House. It 
seems to be taken for granted that Mr. Crisp’s 
grievance is to become an issue. Thereis dan- 
ger, apparently, that the over-zealous advo- 
cates of Crisp’s re-election may magnify the 
importance of Crisp and the Speakership to the 
country. No one here needs to be told that 
the leaders of the Crisp side have never had a 
very high regard tor Mr. Cleveland, and that 
they were among the slain at the Chicago Con- 
vention. Is it possible that they now imagine 
that they may take the Adwinistration in 
charge and direct the Executive by a teries of 
legislative strikes? 

Some of the Republican attempts to in- 
furiate the Democrats are atrifie too zealous, 
for they uncover the motives that provoke 
certain Democrate to assume that this “‘af- 
front to the Speaker” is the signal for the 
beginning of the Speakership fight. Ominous 
interviews, coming from men who hope to be 
Chairmen of leading committees, are so worded 
as toindicate plainly their authorship, and to 
show that Democrats who voted for Mills ma 
be “baited” with high positions, very muc 
after the way in which Mr. Springer was picked 
up at a critical moment in the last Speakership 
contest. 

lt is stated here to-night, but the statement 
cannot be verified, that a year ago, when the 
Reform Club invited the Speaker of the House 
to attend the annual dinner, he did not respond 
to the invitation in any way. The authority for 
this report says that the invitation, at that 
time, did notimply a desire to hear from the 
fpeaker, for he was not the candidate of the 
club, but no one then suggested that the club 
had been “snubbed” by the failure of the 
Bpeaker to acknowledge the invitation to the 
«third ranking olticer”’ of the Government. Mr. 
Harrison had so little regard for the “third 
ranking officer” that hé appointed Senator 
Hale’s candidate for Gpliestes of Portland; and 
very plainly “snubbed” Mr, Reed. 

As the only Congressional member of the Re- 
form Club from New-York, Representative J. 
De Witt Warner has had a hard time of it mak- 
ing explanations of the incident of Beturday 
night. He said to-day to a reportérof the Star:

“The public,” said he, “is not construing it 
at all. publicans, who are always ready to 
take up what they can to make trouble over, 
and some admirers of Mr. Orisp who do pot ap- 
prove of the purpose of the Keform Olub, are 
doing all the talking. Mr. Orisp made no dem- 
onstration of anger at the dinner. He acted 
like a dignified gentieman, as he ie. He did not 
leave the room, but sat there throughout the 
dinner. His manner was perfectly dignitied 
and proper.” 

The feeling discovered in the ranks of the 
Crisp men is thus described by one of the most 
devoted of his friends: 

* The oid-line Democrats, as is clearly shown 
by the manner in which they resent the treat- 
ment of the Speaker, and the lecture adminis- 
tered to the Democratic Party by some of the 
orators at the banquet, are in afighting mood, 
and it is freely said that, at the great banquet 
of official honors to be served after the 
4th of March, they will not sit in the

SOME ERRONEOUS STATEMENTS RELA- 
TIVE TO THE CRISP INCIDENT. 


Many statements have been made by the ill- 
advised friends of Speaker Crisp as to the ar- 
rangements for the Reform Club dinner last 
Saturday night, which, according to President 
E. Ellery Anderson, are not founded on fact. 

Mr. Anderson said yesterday that he was in- 
formed by a representative of the Associated 
Press on Saturday that Mr. Crisp’s speech had 
been given out in Washington to the news- 
papers. At the same time he was informed that 


one other member of Congress who had not 
been asked to make o speech had furnished one 
for publication. “I took occasion to inquire 
from members of the committee if Speaker 
Crisp and the other =o had been in- 
vi to talk, and was told that they had not, 


and I supposed thata mistake had been made 
in reporting that the speeches had been given 
out.”’ 


Ithas been published in several papers that 
Mr. Crisp was invited at the solicitation of Mr. 
Cleveland. Mr. Anderson said this was not 
true. Mr. Crisp had been invited, as had the 
other prominent Demoorats, by the committee 
from the club, and Mr. Cleveland had not been 
consulted with reference to the list. 





EASILY CONVERTED TO WAR SHIPS.

TWO LAKE TRANSPORTS THAT MAY 
PROVE VALUABLE TO THE NAVY. 


TOLEDO, Ohio, Dee. 12.—The Navy Depart- 
ment has had a thorough inspection made of 
the two new transport eteamers Ann Arbor 
and Ann Arbor No. 2, constructed within 
the past few weeks at thig port, with 
the view of having plans drawn up 
for the immediate conversion of these 
two ships into powerful fighting vessels, in 
the event of asudden defense being necessary 
of the great lakes frontier. The inspection on 
the part of the Navy Department hase been 
made by Capt. J. N. Miller and Naval Con- 


structor Robert W. Steele, both of the United 
States Navy. 

The inspection of these two ships shows that 
the Ann Arbor and her sister can be converted 
into double-turreted monitors in sixty days’ 
time, provided the armor for these turrets is 
kept in readiness for immediate assembling in 
the event of turrets being employed. Both 
ships are capable of mounting four ffty- 
tons guns. The time necessary to place 
aboard turret machinery is thought to be a 
possible objection to this type of conversion,and 
may lead to the adoption of plans tending to 
the futare equipping of both ships with twelve 
six-inch five-ton rifles. The decksof the Ann 
Arbor and her sister are powerfully supported. 
In the opinion of experts the two ships are the 
strongest craft on the great lakes. 

Each vessel is 267 feet long, witha beam of 
52 feet and a draught of 12 feet. The motive pow- 
er consists of three sets of compound engines 
operating triple screws. One screw is placed 
in the bow and serves to greatly increase the 
mancwuvring power. In each ship there is a 
backing of 15 feet of solid oak in the détern; this 
makes possible heavy ramming powers. Both 
are built for service in transporting freight cars 
across Lake Michigan from Frankfort, Mich., to 
Kewaunee, Wis., and are the property of the 
Toledo, Ann Arbor and North Michigan Rail- 
road. 

The Ann Arbor and her sister ship are the only 
two vessels on the lakes having decks sutticient- 
ly strong to withstand the recoil shook of six- 
inch rifies. Their adventis looked upon as apar- 
tial solution of the defense problem of these 
waters. In two hours time the light super- 
structure work of each ship can be knocked off. 
Two thousand tons of coal can be carried in the 
bunkers of both vessels, and coaling is effected 
from cars run aboard the ships. Both steamers 
were built by the Craig Shipbuilding Company 
of this port. 

The two vessels when armed will be able, it is 
expected, to hold the northern part of Lake 
Michigan against any descents on Chicago and 
Milwaukee, which in the event of a sudden out- 
break of war may be attempted by the three 
new British gunboats, now styled revenue cut- 
ters, which the British Admiralty has placed on 
the lakes during the past twelve months. 





THE BANCROFT’S FIRST TRIP. 
a ; 
A SUCCESSFUL PRELIMINARY TRIAL OF 
ENGINES AND SPEED. 


ELIZABETH, N. J., Dec. 12.—The Government 
practice cruiser Bancroft at 11:40 A. M. to-day 
was cut loose from her moorings at the wharf of 
the Samuel L. Moore & Sons Company at Eliza- 
bethport, and with a jolly party of seventy-five 
guests aboard steamed down through the Kills 
and New-York Bay and through the Narrows 


out as far as Scotland Light on her preliminary 
trial trip. 

The vessel was in oharge of Capt. Martin of 
the Monmouth, while Engineer Peck looked 
after the working of the machinery. The 
cruiser had only temporary iron sorews and 
propeller in place of the bronze ones with which 
she will be furnished. 

Her engines worked splendidly, and with 202 
revolutions of her screws the boat developed a 
speed of 12 6-10 knots per hour. Her screws 
are capable of making 240 revolutions, which 
would give her aspeed of about 14 knots per 
hour, or two knots more than the Government 
requires, and will bring to her builders the 
snug sum of $40,000 over the contract price, 

Nota bolt was started or journal heated on 
the trip, and the builders of the vessel and the 
guests were delighted at the admirable showivg 
made. 

The anchors were tested, and the improved 
method of raising and dropping them was found 
to work excellently. Only 150 pounds of steam 
was carried, although it is designed that the 
cruiser shall carry 160 pounds on her formal 
trip. Her bottom is very foul, and as thie re- 
tards her speed she will be put on the dry dook 
and her hull scraped and repainted before the 
final test is made. 

The firm had provided an excellent luncheon 
on board for the guests. The only naval officer 
present was Assistant Engineer Griffin, who 
Was on board as a guest. 

It was 4 o’clock when the Bancroft got back 
to the shipyard wharf.

WASHINGTON, Deo. 12.—It has been known for 
some time by the friends of Elijah Halford, the 
President’s private secretary, that he has 
wished to be sent to some consular post or as 
Minister to some foreign country. He has 
wanted an appointment of this kind, not for the 
emoluments of the office, but because his 
health is delicate and he thought that a stay 
abroad for a year or two would be beneficial. 

it is in necordance with this wish of his pri- 
vate secretary that President Harrison, it is 
said, has (decided to appoint Mr. Halford as 
Minister Resident and Consul General to Portu- 
gal, vice George S. Batoheller, who resigned the 
ist of November. The appointment has not 
been made yet, but Mr. Halford’s friends think 
thai it will besentin within a fow days. It is 
also said that the President hopes that his suc- 
cessor will allow Mr. Halford to hold this po- 
sition for a year or so at least, in order that 
Mr. Halford may be improved in health before

Halford in spite of the fact that Senator Fran 
Hiscock and Warner Miller had a New-York 
man slated for the place who was willing to 
held the office for the few remaining months of 
this Administration for the glory and honor that 
attach to it.

He is well known and nerally re- 
spected, and his home in Riehmond is noted for 
the lavish hospitality dispensed therein. His 
horses have been victorious op some of the most 
famous race tracks in the country, and Mr. Bur- 
rell Million’s crack racer, Bill Leteher, is named 
after him.

CANADA AND THE MESSAGE 


—— — 
FINANCE MINISTER FOSTER ARk- 
RAIGNS MR. HARBISON. 


HE SAYS THE PRESIDENT HAS NOT 
FAIRLY STATED THE CONTENTIONS 
BETWEEN THE UNITED STATES AND 
THE DOMINION—FROM THE CANA- 
DIAN STANDPOINT. 


OTTawa, Ontario, Deo. 12.—President Harri- 
s0n’s message to Congress continues to be 
closely scrutinized. The Hon. Mr. Foster, Do- 
minion Minister of Finance, who recently re- 
turned from England, on being asked what he 
thought of the message, said: 

“Tneed not say that it causes surprise and 
regret—surprise at the nature of some of the 
statements made, and regret at the unfriendly 
tone adopted toward Canada. The statement 
that Canada was only prepared to offer to the 
United States the admission of natural products 
is not full enough to convey an accurate idea of 
what took place. The Canadian representatives 
asked those of the United States if they were 
prepared to consider an arrangement on the 
basis of free admission of the natural products 
of both countries, as in the treaty of 1854, with 
such enlargements and modifications as the 
changed conditions of the two countries made 
necessary. The reply was a negative. 

“ With a view, then, to clear the ground for 
an arrangement wider than that, if such could 
bo done, Mr. Blaine was asked as to certain con- 
ditions of a possible wider arrangement, among 
others whether the United States would insist 
upon a uniform tariff and would demand prefer- 
ential treatment in our markets as against 
British and foreign goods. The answer was that 
a uniform tariff would be necessary, and that, 
too, on the line of the present United States 
tariff, and that the United States could admit 
of no arrangement which dia not give United 
States goods favored treatment as against for- 
eign goods, especially those of Great Britain, 
who was its chief competitor. To these prop- 
ositions the Canadian representatives declined 
toagree. The conference then broke off, so far 
as regarded the consideration of the commer- 
clal question. What the conference plainly de- 
veloped was that the Canadian Government 


considered the practical surrender of its fiscal 
powers and absolute discrimination against 
Great Britain, with all that this involved, as 
too high a price to pay for any advantages whioh 
might accrue from a possible treaty. 

“The statement that ‘in many of the contro- 
Versies, notably those as to the fisheries in the 
Atlantic, the sealing interests in the Pacific, 
and the canal tolls, our negotiations with Great 
Britain have continuously been thwarted or re- 
tarded by unreasonable and unfair objections 
and protests from Canada,’ is not, I think, jus- 
titiable. Itis to be remembered that each of 
these questions vitally and almost wholly af- 
tected Canadian interests. 

Mr. Foster then gave a sketch of the relations 
as to the fisheries between Canada and the 
United States, dating from 18158 until the pres- 
ent time, and referring to the Bering Sea mat- 
ter, said: *‘A vast open sea, free to the world, 
free in fishing privilege, on the very protest and 
contention of the United States itself, made 
more than sixty years ago, was frequonted by 
Canadian seamen in British vessels. While en- 
gaged ina lawful occupation in thi# high sca 
the United States authorities swept down upon 
them, seized and confiscated their ships, took 
possession of their Fy +4 imprisoned the 
officers and men, and to this day the United 
States has paid not asingle dollar to the men 
thus ruined and maltreated. Canada objected, 
and made her protests through the British 
Government. Itseems tome that it was not 
Canada that was unreasonable and unfriendly 
inthe matter. 

“ As to the canal tolls, the President says that 
‘their treaty rights were flagrantly disregarded’ 
by Canada. In this matter everything turns on 
the interpretation of the roe Canada con- 
tended that she had not violated it, and respect- 
fully gave her reasons. These were not consid- 
ered satisfactory by the United States, and 
discrimination on the &8t. Marie Canal was 
threatened. To avoid all disputes and make 
the whole system of our canals free to the 
United States, a friendly proposition was made, 
which involved no great secritice on the part of 
the United States. This was refused, and the 

roclamation of the President was forthwith 

ssued, imposing a discriminating toll on Cana- 
dian products passing the Sault Ste. Marie 
Canal. 

* Outside of the interpretation of the treaty, 
suppose we look as to where the balance of ad- 
Vantage lies in the St. Lawrence and lake sys- 
tem of navigation. At immense cost Canada 
built the 8t. Lawrence canals and vastly im- 
proved the navigation. The capital outlay has 
gone with no return of money invested. The 
nominal tolls charged do rot pay by a large 
yearly sum the expenses of working and repair- 
ing the canals, and we give the United States 
all these advantages on the same terms as they 
are enjoyed by the Canadians, and one may say 
practically without charge, so insignificant 
are the tolls. We give them the free navigation 
of the 8t. Lawrence, which has cost and yearly 
costa us large outlays to maintain safe and pro- 
gressive navigation. We took from the United 
States lumber cut in Maine and floated it aown 
the St. John River for export—an impost of 
$150,000 per year—and provided for it out of 
the Dominion Treasury. We grant free transit 
perareee to their commerce, mutually pro- 
vided for in the treaty of 1871, although they 
since 1885 have withdrawn the equivalent 
privileges from us. We allow their barges and 
vessels free navigation up the Ottawa River 
and canals, although they refuse to allow us to 
enter the Hudson River, They enjoy the priv- 
ilege of constructing and using navigation fa- 
cilities on the Canadian side of the St. Clair. 

“In return what does Canada St A limited 
privilege of navigating Lake Michigan, ter- 
minable on notice. The right to equal treat- 
ment in the Buffalo and Erie Canals, which 
geographically and commercially is not and 
cannot be used to the extent of a single load of 
merchandise by us; the right in the same way 
to the use of the Champlain Canals, but which, 
owing to the fact that our vessels are not al- 
lowed to enter the Hudson River and obtain a 
return cargo, is practically of no use to us, and 
we get the use of the St. Clair Flats Canal. 
Can there be any doubt as to the balance of ad-

“But the most surprising portion of the Presi- 
dent’s utterances is that in which he recom- 
mends that if we do not see fit to alter our pres- 
ent political relations, measures be taken to 
cripple our railways, obstruct our trade with 
the United States, and abolish the bonding 
system. It would appoar that in the President's 
mind railway enterprise, steamship develop- 
ment, and commercial energy, 80 praiseworthy 
in all other countries, is an offense in Canadians 
when it comes in competition with railways 
and steamships of the United States, especially 
an offense in ——- 80 lepg as they choose 
not to alter the political relations which can 
mean nothing else than their allegiance 
to Great Britain, and that, showing such 
energy and enterprise in conjunction with a 
loyal attachment to the motherland, they are 
to be ‘oribbed, cabined, and confined’ go far 
a8 legislation and regulation can doit. While I 
6 not believe that this correctly expresses the 
sentiment of the people of the United States, I 
suppose we must take it as indicating the views 
of the President and those whom he represents, 
and fe - sufliciently startling tocause Canadians 
to thin 
“There ought not to be—I do not think there 
isin Canada—any jingo ages which on 
in any way any action looking in the direction 
of ss m or unfriendliness. We are tle 
smaller and weaker and should be modest and 
progems, and cannot desire anything but the 
most pleasant intercourse with the United 
States. We must admire the energy, the dovel- 
opment, and splendid progress of our great 
neighbor and are willing to sacrifice somewhat 
in order to meet her wishes, but we do claim tho 
right to be fairly treated, to enjoy what Provi- 
dence and the British law has given us, and to 
maintain our ap ag relations with Great 
Britain if we wish to, and no action which may 
be taken on the line of the President's advice 
will have — other effect than to make a united 
Canada loyal to the core and in the end wonder- 
fully prosperous and happy.” 








Onyx VWiines Closed.

Their owners say that work will remain sus- 
pended until itis known what action Congress 
will take on the tariff The company controls 
large onyx property in Mexico. If the duty en 
onyx is removed, the Moxican propertics can be 
worked on a larger scale and the works here 
abandoned. : 





The Steamer Northerner Burned.

KANSAS POPULISTS AMAZED. 
—_——@——— 
A PLAN BY WHICH A DEMOCRATIC SEN- 
ATOR WILL PROBABLY BE CHOSEN. 


TOPEKA, Ken., Deo. 12.—A new and: unex- 
pected element has entered into the Senatorial 
contest that not only surprises the Populist 
and Republican leaders, but somewhat non- 
pluses the former. 

The complexion of the Legislature on party 
lines stands: Populists, 84; Democrats, 3, and 
Republicans, 78. The Populists have heen 
counting upon all elected on their ticket as true 
members of their party, but it seems they have 
been counting something which did not belong 
tothem. There are eighteen Democrats who 
wore nominated by the Populists, and who, of 
course, were supported by the Democrats. 
They deny that they affiliated with that party 
exoept for the purpose of aiding in the election 
of Cleveland, which seemed possible by taking 
Kaneas from the Republican column. They as- 


sert that they are Democrats of purest stripe, 
and that under no circumstances will they enter 
a Populist caucus, 

It now appears that they have not been talk- 
ing venr. as Many supposed. for the past 
two weeks prominent Democrats have been 
sourrying about over the state, their purpose 
not being apparent until to-day, when their 
work was completed. They have secured 
_— from sixteen of the eighteen Democrats 

o go only into the Democratic caucus,and have 
assurances from the other three that they will 
stay with their party. They propose to name 
the United States Senator and the State Printer. 
As this defection would leave the Populists but 
sixty-six votes on joint ballot, or eleven less 
than the Republicans, it can readily be per- 
ceived that they have the power to accomplish 
their purpose. 

Their first proposition is to name fusion Dem- 
ocrats, but Democrats all the same, asking the 
Populists to vote for them. If this is not done, 
they propose to present the names of straight 
Democrats and seek the support of the Repub- 
licans. Having, with the three straight Demo- 
orats, twepty-one votes, they propose to lock 
the Legislature until their demands are acceded 
to by one party or the other, knowing that the 
Populists and Republicans can never agree 
upon a candidate. 

It has been hinted that, in case of success, 
each of these eighteen Democrats has been 
promised a good appointment. They realize 
that, with another Populist Senator, they would 
have but little show for anythingin the ap- 
pointments to be made next pring. This unex- 
pected avtion removes from the possibilities all 
the Populist candidates except Mrs. Lease. 
Should that party give her the support of its 
caucus there is & possibility that enough Repub- 
licans would vote for her to electther, this being 
the reward for what she attempted to do for the 
Republican ticket prior to the election. She is 
& politician as well as a woman, and seeks addi- 
tional pay for work done, although it may, not 
be a part of the bond. 

There is a feeling prevalent that since both 
the Republicans and the Populists are com- 
mitted to univeral suffrage, the cup can well be 
filled with a female Senator. The general belief 
is that she might prove the more manly of the 
two Senators. The strict adherence of the 
twenty-one Democrats to their present pro- 
gramme will result in the election of either a 
Democrat or Mrs. Lease. The latter is, how- 
ever, hardly a probability, for there is an ap- 
parent awakening and a feeling of weariness 
over the past two years’ work.

THREE MASKED MEN RAID A SALOON 
AND KILL TWO OF THE OCCUPANTS. 


CHEYENNE, Wyoming, Deo. 12.—* Whoop 
Up,” a grade camp on the Burlington Road, 
near Sheridan, Wyoming, was the scene Satar- 
day nightofa robbery accompanied by two 
murders. A. J. Case’s saloon, where money was 
kept to redeem due bills, was raided. 

Three masked men entered a few minutes be- 
fore midnight. They ordered *“‘Hands up.” 
Dan Kuhne, a poker player, asked if it was a 
joke. He was shot in thesboulder and dropped. 
“Whiskers” Sullivan, the bartender, reached 


for his pistol, but was stopped by a rifle ball 
Ho was hit in the head and died instantly. 

Case came from a back room, where he had 
been sleeping, The leader of the robbers seut 
two rifle balls into Case. The latter never 
spoke after the second shot. 

A bullet passed through the wrist of a boy 
who had his handsup. Another bullet glanced 
along the skull of a man sitting at the poker 
table. The robbers took $75 from behind the 
bar, over $1,000 from Case’s body, $500 from 
Sullivan’s body, and reileved everybody else. 
They took alithe arms and ammunition. The 
three rode off toward Montana. They were fol- 
lowed. They go into a country infested by 
thieves and outlaws, and will be safe from 
capture. It is believed they are désperadoes 
from the Jackson Hole country, in this State. 
At Gillett, Crook County, two mounted 
masked men, ou Sunday evening, robbed two 
saloons, a general store, and a dozen people, 
allin half an hour, without dismounting. A 
Burlington passenger trtin passed through 
the place while they were at the work. 
The fellows secured less than $1,500. 
They rushed away in a shower of 
bullets. At each saloon they bought drinks for 
all after getting money, watches, pistols, and 
guns. They are believed to be former citizens 
of the place. Gillett has ulways been an ex- 
tremely “tough” place.

WHO POISONED THE FOOD 
CHARGES AND DENIALS IN ORDER 
AT HOMESTEAD. 





CARNEGIE OFFICERS AFFIRM THE 
CHARGES AND STRIKE LEADERS 
DENY THEM—TALKS WITH SEVERAL 
INTERESTED PARTIES—BEATTY TRY- 
ING TO GET OUT OF JAIL. 


PITTSBURG, Deo, 12.—Informations are to be 
mado shortly against persons implicated in the 
alleged poisoning plot against Homestead steel 
workers, and sensational developments are ex- 
pected. Asyetthe attorneys for the Carnegie 
Steel Company are reticent, as the publication 
came before their plans had fully matured. 

The alleged conspiracy was the principal 
topic of discussion here to-day. The strikers 
discredit the story, and claim they are being 
persecuted, while counsel for the Carnegie 
Company claim that they will be able to sub- 
Stantiate the charges. 

Secretary Killgallonof the Amalgamated As- 
sociation was seen this morning and said: 
“The idea that the Amalgamated Association 
would take part in such a fiendish plot is pre- 
posterous. I do not know this man Beatty, 
and never heard of him before. I assure *you 
the Amalgamated Association has had nothing 
whatever to do with this case in any shapo or 
form.” 

E. Y. Breck, one of the attorneys for the Car- 
negie Company, was averse to talking on the 
subject to-day, but finally said: ‘‘ As to Beatty's 
statement in Louisville that he was arrested to 
prevent his testifying as to who fired the first 
shot on the morning of the riot, that is non- 
sense. He was arrested because of his com- 
plicity in the poisoning plot, and he knows it. 

“The company,” he said, “is gathering more 
evidence against the leaders, and every day 
adds something to the chain beingforged around 
them. Woe think our case will be made the 
stronger by afew days’ waiting. We are sure 
none will escape.” 

William H. Gaches, Treasurer of the Advisory 
Board, came down from Homestead to-day, and 
in an interview said: ‘The charge that any 
member of the Advisory Board was a party to 
any plot to poison non-union men is as false as 
it is ridiculous. No sane man will believe that 
any member of the Advisory Committee, clothed 
in his right mind, would enter into such a plot. 
Murder will always out, and this fact alone 
would prevent even the must hot-headed man 
in our ranks from entering into a conspiracy 
with men like Beatty, of whom very little is 
known at Homestead. 

“If poison was administered to the non- 
union men—and I don’t believe there was—the 
guilty parties were in no way connected with 
the locksd-out men. Some individual may have 
done it, but you may rest assured that he did 
not act in accordance with instructions from 
the Advisory Committee. Ifany one had come 
to the committee with such a plan for getting 
the non-unionists out of the mill he would have 
fared badly at the hands of the looked-out 
men.” 

Hugh O’Donnell was seen in the county jail. 
He sald he did not beliove thatany Homestead 
man was a party to sucb a villainous con- 
spiracy; that if any non-unionists had been 
poisoned the drug had not been administered 
by any of the locked-out men. Mr. O’ Donnell 
told Mr. Gaches, who calied upon him this 
morning, that it was the duty of every union 
man to assist the Carnegie olticials to investi- 
gate the matter thoroughly. 

Capt. E. Y. Beck, counsel for the Carnegie 
Company, and Deputy Sheriff Farroll left for 
Louisville to-night with requisition papers 
from Goy. Pattison for Beatty. They had with 
them the confessions of the cooks who were to 
administer the polson to the non-union men, 
and were to receive $5,000 if the milla were 
shutdown. Capt. BPeckis fearful that he will 
not reach Louisvillein time to prevent Beatty’s 
release on a writ of habeas corpus. 

Deputy Sheriff Farrell will proceed at once to 
Frankfort to lay the requisition papers before 
Gov. Young. Before leaving, Capt. Keck said 
no more arrests would be made until his return, 
unless something unforseen should bappen. 

Notwithstanding the denials of prominent 
members of the Amalgamated Advisory Board, 
he said that it would be shown that members of 
the Advisory Board and members of the Amal- 
gamated Association and Knights of Labor were 
implicated in the pilot. : 

Capt. Beck hopes to return with Beatty on 
Friday. The information against the latter has 
been changed from aggravated assault and bat- 
tery to poisoning. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Deo. 12.—J. Tonel and Matt 
O’Dougherty, attorneys for R. J. Beatty, sup- 
posed to be connected with the Homestead poi- 
soning case, to-day applied to Judge Toney, in 
the Law and Equity Court, for a writ of habeas 
corpus. 

In the affidavit filed itis alleged that Beatty 
is now held and incarcerated unlawfully in the 
county jail. Itis alleged that he is unlawfully 
held upon the false charge of being a fugitive 
from justice. The attorneys claim that Beatty 
is a naturalized citizen of Louisville, and that 
his family also resides here. They ask the court 
to issue a writ of habeas corpus and decide the 
matter. 

Judge Toney took the affidavit under advise- 
ment and ordered tho writ. At the same time 
he ordered Beatty to be brought before him to- 
morrow morning at 9 o’clock, when he will 
hear the case. 

Beatty claims his arrest was duo to one Ford, 
a Pittsburg rinkerton detective. He says he 
has done nothing to be arrested for, claiming he 
has merely been soliciting funds for the strik- 
ers. He says also that he took an active part in 
causing the truce between the Pinkerton men 
and the strikers. 

HARRISBURG, Penn., Dec. 12.—Application 
was made to Gov. Pattison to-day for a requisi- 


tion upon the Governor of Kentucky for the de- 
livery of Robert F. Beatty to the Allegheny 
County authorities. Beatty is now in jail in 
Louisville charged with being implicated in tho 
plot to poison non-union workmen employed at 
Carnegie’s mills. 

ToRONTO, Ontario, Dec. 12.—Charles Stanford 
died in this city to-day. He worked for the Car- 


negie Company at Homestead, Penn, as a 
bridgemaker during the recent strike. 

He was conveyed bere last week at the ex- 
pense of the company, because he was suffering 
trom chronic diarrhea, supposed to have been 
caused by drinking water which, it is alleged, 
had been poisoned by the strikers at Homestead.

TRIPLE TRAGEDY IN AIKEN. 


—_»——__—_ 
COL. LAMAR KILLED—THE MAYOR AND 
POLICE CHIEF FATALLY HURT. 


AIKEN, 8. C., Dec. 12.—One of the quietest 
cities in South Carolina was the scene of a very 
sensational and fearful triple homicide this 
afternoon. 

As a result Col. ThomasG. Lamar of Lang- 
ley, one of the leading men of the State, known 
far and near as the “Kaolin King” of South 
Carolina, lies dead with a bulletin his heart. 

Mr. Robert A. Chaffee, the wealthy Mayor of 
Aiken, is mortally wounded, being shot through 
the abdomen. 

Chief of Police Robert Gaston, also of a good 
family, is at the point of death with a bullet 
wound through his lung. 

Some daysago Col. Lamar, while in Aiken 
was intoxicated and was locked up by order of 
the Mayor One hour befere the killing Col. 
Lamar’s brother wtred Mayor Chaffee that the 
Colonel had started for Aiken as mad as he 
could be, with a pistol in his pocket. 

Just before the killing the Mayor and the 
Chief walked into a saloon where Lamar was 
and arrested him. They were taking him out of 
the door when he fired two shots, wounding the 
Mayor and officer. 

Then the Chief knocked him in the head and 
the Mayor fired one shot at him. The bullet 
passed through Lamar’s heart, and he stretched 
out dead upon the sidewalk. The whole affair 
occupied only a few minutes. 


GIFT TO CHiCdAGO. 
PHIL ARMOUR ENDOWS A SCHOOL FOR 
MANUAL TRAINING. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 12.—Philip D. Armour, the 
millionaire packer, started to-night for New- 
York on his way to Europe, leaving behind him 
a Christmas gift of over $1,500,000 to the City 
of Chicago. Absolutely unknown to the public, 
work has been going on for a year past toward 
the erection of amagnificent five-story building 
on Armour Avenue, and itis now all but ready 
for occupancy. 

This building will be known asthe Armour 
Instituto, and will be to Chicago all that the 
Drexel institute is to Philadelphia and the 
Pratt Institute to Brooklyn. This building is 
but asmall part of the gift. In addition to it, 
and for its support, Mr. Armour gives $1,400,- 
000. All thatmonoy and brains and labor can 
do will be done toward making it the greatest 
institute for manual training, science, and art 
in this country. 

Mr. Armour conceivei this idea years ago, 
and the plans have been carefully gone over 
with George W. Childs, John C. Black, and Mr. 
Armour’s sons, Ogden and Philip. The buiiding 
and the funds for the support are to be turned 
over to a Board of Direotors. It 1s oxpected 
that the school will open on the lsat of next 
September. During the next few months the 
most complete apparatus obtainable for every 
branch, and a library bearing upon every line of 
stady will be secured. 

In addition to the building and elaborate ap- 
paratus for teaching electricity, physics, and 
chemistry, a tine library, a perfect gymnasium, 
Mr. Armour puts behind the institute and the 
Armour Mission his gift of $1,400,000, thus giv- 
ing to the former the annual income of $50,000 
and to the latter $25,000. 

The building has been erected and is now 
being finished without rogard to expense. In 
the basement will be placed the electric plant 
and here will be the appliances for the students 
in forging the iron work. On the firat floor is 
@ library sixty feet square. Woodwork- 
ing rooms and the rooms for reception 
and for the President of the institute are also 
situated here. On the second floor are the chem- 
ical laboratory, the chemical lecture room, the 
physical laboratory, the physical apparatus 
room, the physical lecture room, and electrical 
rooms. The third floor will be used by students 
in freehand drawing, mechanical and arechi- 
tectural drawing, and in commerce and busi- 
ness. 

The fourth floor is devoted to the domestic 
sciences, there being departments of cooking, 
dressmaking, millinery, and kindred studies. 
On this floor are also recitation, lecture, and 
classrooms. At oneend of the fifth tloor is the 
gymnasium, GO by 53 feet. At the other end is 
the technical museum. Connecting the two are 
dressing rooms forthe gymnasium and elabo- 
rate bathrooms fitted up in white marble. 

The Faculty of the iustitute will be of the 
highest standing, and it is Mr. Armour’s desire 
that students may have opportunities to ee 
pare for the higher universities, or practical 
work in any field of meehanical or scientific 
labor. Every possible convenience for scientific 

research and experiments will be provided.

SMITH CONVICTED.

GUILTY OF DOUBTING THE INFALLIBIL- 
ITY OF INSPIRED WRITERS. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, Deo. 12.—The Cincinnati 
Presbytery, in secret session, voted late this 
afternoon upon the second and third charges 
against Prof Henry P. Smith of Lane Theolog- 
ical Seminary, and he was found guilty of both 
obarges. 

These are the charges that pertain to his views 
on inspiration. The second charge was that he 
taught, contrary to the fundamental doctrine of 
the Word of God and of the Confession of 
Faith, that the Holy Spirit did not a0 control 
the inspired writers in their composition of the 
Holy Scriptures as to make their utterances ab- 
solutely truthful, i. e., free from error when in- 
terpreted in their natural and intended sense. 
The third charge accused him of teaching an 
inspiration of the Scriptures iz a sense different 
from that taught by the Scriptures themselves 
and by the Confession of Faitt. 
These two charges were 80 nearly alike that 
itis said that the court argued them together. 
The tinal vote 1s reported to be: Charge second 
—Guilty, 36; not guilty, 20. Charge third— 
Guilty, 32; not guilty, 26. 
A committee was appointed to consider and 
report the penalty, forthe action of the Pres- 
bytery at their meeting to-morrow. In view of 
the close vote, it is surmised that the penalty 
of excommunication will not be recommended, 
and possibly not even more than an admonition, 
as the committee as made includes several sup- 
porters of the accused.

FATHER CORRIGAN’S TRIAL STOPS 
BEFORE FAIRLY BEGUN. 








OBJECTION TO VICAR GENERAL 
O'CONNOR REFERRED TO A COMMIT~ 
TEE OF TWO—A NEW CHARGE 
AGAINST THE PRIEST—BISHOP WIG- 
GER NOW PROPOSES SATOLLI. 


NEWARK, N. J., Deo. 12.—The trial of Fathet 
Corrigan, which must show whether there is 
room for Americanism within the Catholic 
Church, was begun this afternoon at the resi- 
dence of Mgr. Doane, 35 Bleecker Street, this 
city. 

Nothing of importance was done. Although 
the session lasted from 2 o’clook to 5 o’clock in 
the afternoon, the real issues of the contest were 
noteven remotely touched upon. There was a 
good deal of wrangling and “sparring for 
points,” the practical result of which was a 
technical but rather barren victory for the de- 
fendant. 

The real fight has not yet begun. While both 
sides seem anxious to try conelusions, both 
seem to be afraid to be the aggressors. 

At the hour appointed the oriminal court of 
the diocesan curia met at the residence of 
Mgr. Doane. Father Thomas A. Wallace waa 
sworn in as Secretary after an effort to appoint 
& stenographer had failed. 

As predicted in yesterday’s TIMEs, the advo- 
cate of Father Corrigan at once objected to 
Vicar General O’Connor as presiding Judge. 
He based his objections on the score of bias. 
Dr. Smith, the fiscal procurator, demanded the 
reasons for the objections to Father O’Conner 
and Dr. Burtsell refused to give them out, 
although he had them all written down. As it 
was out of the question for Father O’Connor to 
take a hand in this matter, Dr. Smith asked Dr. 
Burtsell what to do, but Dr. Burtsell did not 
oblige. He told the fiscal procurator that it 
was his business to know the law. 

After some more wrangling it was decided 
that the defendant and the prosecutor each 
select one referee, such referees to decide 
whether the objections of Father Corrigan 
against the presiding Judge were well grounded 
or not. On behalf of the defense the name of 
Dr. Patrick F. McSweeney of New-York City 
was suggested, while the prosecution presented 
Mgr. Doane. 

It was decided that these two gentlemenshould 
hold a session in Newark on Thursday after- 
noon to determine the question of whether or 
hot Father O’Connor was a proper person to 
preside at the triaL It was originally pro- 


posed that the referees hold a meeting on 
the question on Wednesday afternoon and 
submit the result of their deliberations 
to the Bishop within the following twenty-four 
hours. Burtsell thought this was rushing things 
too much, and at his suggestion the referees 
will now meet on Thursday and submit their 
decision to the Bishop on Monday. Witnesses 
will be summoned at this session. 

Whatever the referees may recommend, the 
Bishop still has the right to overrule their re- 
port, and itis entirely within his power to com- 
mnand that the trial go on with the Viear Gen- 
eral as the presiding Judge. As the Bishop has

nor to be a “‘competent and impartial Judge,” 
after serious reflection, it is not very likely that 
an adverse decision of the referees will carry 
mucb weight with him. 

Quite a lively time followed the attempt of 
the prosecution to impose upon Father Corri- 
gan and his counsel, and, in fact, upon all the 
officials of the court, the oath of silence. Dr. 
Smith maintained that it was essential to have 
every member of the court bound to 
secrecy. The newspaper articles, one sided 
and ——s as they always were, he declared, 
could not but “ wound charity.” Besides the 
wounding of charity there would, he said, also 
be a violation oftwo sections of the decree 
* Cum magnopere,” issued in 1878 by the Holy 
Congregation of the Faith. The sections which 
were supposed to demand the imposttion of the 
Oath of silence were 18 and 32. 

Dr. Burtsell demolished the arguments of Dr. 
Smith with ease and grace. He first showed 
that Section 18 had reference only to the wit- 
ness in an ecolesiastical trial, while Section 32 
referred only to the officials. Father Corrigan, 
the defendant, could hardly be regarded as an 
official. It was clearly wrong to pledge him to 
silence. If he chose to talk, he would do so at 
his own risk every time he opened his mouth. 

Dr. Smith etill held to his own views. He said 
something about the “general principle of 
the law which i> pesmi secrecy,” and declared 
that even the civil courts adopted such a course. 
Dr. Burtsell said this was news to him. 
When an appeal was taken to the proesid- 
ing Judge, that gentleman decided that 
he did not see his way clear to admin- 
istering an oath of secrecy either to the 
accused himself or to his counsel. This was 
somewhat in the nature of a surprise, but it aid 
not quiet Dr. Smith, who at once took exception 
toit. He again suggested that Dr. Burtsell be 
sworn to secrecy, and Dr. Burtsell replied by 
saying that he considered such a proposi- 
tion as an insult to him. His character 
was well known, and everybody who had the 
slightest acquaintance with him would scout 
the idea of any indiscretion on his part. It 
would be morally impossible to keep the secret 
any way, because the case had already been 
taken possession of by the public press. Only 
where testimony was heard which involved the 
honor of famllies could secrecy be demanded as 
of right. 

Very important was the declaration of Dr. 
Smith on behalf of the Bishop, professing an 
entire willingness to submit the whole caseto 
the arbitration of the Papal legate, Satolli 
It will be remembered that it was Father 
Corrigan who firat suggested the advisability of 
an appeal to Mgr. Satolli, not, indeed, to 
Satolll, the Papal legate, but to Satolli as an 
impartial clergyman and a stranger in the 
country. 
At the trial to-day the Bishop’s procurator 
suddenly declared his willingness to accede to 
Father Corrigan’s proposition, whieh he had 
first so stoutly resisted. Dr. Burteell refused to 
consider the belated proposition and declared the 
introduction into the question of the name of 
Satolli at this time was simply irrelevant and 
would not be considered. Dr. Smith said in ra- 
ply that he had submitted the Bishop’s proposi- 
tion and shown “ the good will of his Grace.” 
Atabout 5 o’clock the meeting adjourned. It 
is not yet known when the next meeting will 
take place—prebably not before the middle ot 
next week. The point in question, which is 
the first snag that the criminal tribunal has 
struck, will hardly be decided in a hurry, 
as Father Corrigan objects to every priest 
in the diocese as referee. He claims 
that they are prejudiced either for or against 
him. To prove this he refers to the well-known 
“circular of loyalty,” which caused such a 
grand row some time ago, when it was pro- 
posed to put every priest in the diocese on 
record and have him protest his loyalty to the 
Bishop. The turbulent scenes to which this led 
wore described in THE Timzs at the thme. 
A new charge has been preferred against 
Father Corrigan. This charge is based upon 
the letter which Father Corrigan wrote before 
he had received the summons to stand trial. 
The letter was addressed to Bishop Wigzer. 
and its contents were held to be insulting. The 
letter was as follews: 

HOBOKEN, N. J., Nov, 21, 1892. 
DeaAR BisHoP: I am in receipt of your regis- 
tered letter of the 16th inst., in which you 
request me to retract alleged false state- 
ments in letters published by me in the 
New-York Freeman’s Journal on Oct. 20 
and Nov. 12, and to apologize to your- 
self and the other members of the Newark 
German-American Congress of last September 
for my criticism in my first letter and to apolo- 
gize to you and Archbishop Corrigan for alleged 
disrespect shown to both of you in alleged false 
insinuations made by me against your govern- 
ment of your diocese under the guise of a fable. 
You also request me to publish no more such 
articles in the future. 
“You do not specify any of the statements 
that you regard as false, and after a careful 
reading of the firat letter [ am not aware that I 
have made any false statement My oriticism 
was substantially the same as that which 
appeared in some of the leadi newsapa- 
pers of New-York and Jersey ty during 
and immediately after the sessions of the New- 
ark congress, and no objection, as far as I am 
aware, was made by yourself or any other 
member of the congress to the truth of the 
statements, although they appeared fully a 
month before my letter. 
“The substance of my first letter was the 
anti-American spirit of the convention and its 
reflections on the American hierarchy. it re- 
ferred to the congress as a body and 
net to individuals, and [ think, as an 
American priest, [ had a perfect right to 
express my views on what appeared to 
me an important national as well as religious 
uestion, and to resent the insult offered to 
meriean prelates = ecclesiastics who as- 
sembledin a purely glish-apeaking diocese 
as a professediy foreign element. It was they 
who should have peen calied upon to aqeinee. 

“If my remarks annoyed a few who wero 
there and whose presence there waa a source of 
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mortification to their own English-speaking 
— ido not think they can reasonably com- 
in. 

+ “ There was no offense intended for you per- 
sonally or annoyance to you in any form in 
your capacity as Bishop of the diocese, and if 
any sorenesa was manifested by me it 
‘Was in consequence of your official con- 
nection with that foreign organization 
over which you preside every year outside your 
own diocese, to the humiliation of yourown 
diocese, for itis well known that this organiza- 
tion has manifested its anti-American spirit on 
Various oceasions and has eaused bad blood 
wherever it has held its meetings. 

“The congress then was a fair subject for 
criticism, and severe criticism, too, and any ref- 
erence to yourself or Arehbishop  Corri- 
gan was contined to the action of both 
in connection with the congress. I 
did not at all speak disrespectfully of 
you as my Bishop, and I was silent, because of 
your official osapacity, when the newspapers 
fepresented you as speaking of me personally 
With great contempt and calling me @ crank, 
_—— there is no other pees in your diocese 

at bas done more for religion than myself. 

“With regard to alleged disrespect te your- 
eelf and Archbishop Corrigan and false insinua- 
tions against your covernment of your diocese 
fa the table contained in the second letter, [ 
@hink it is far better for all concerned to take 
ho cocnizance of the fable. 

As to my not publishing such articles in the 
future, I can only say, that as far as il am con- 
eerned the discussion is closed, and I hope that 
this is the case on all sides, for 1 think the subject 
has been fairly exhausted. I shall, however, 
always regard myself as free to publish my 
views ina proper manner whenever the inter- 
ests of the country or of the Church may seem 
to demand them. 

I have never had the intention of annoying 
you or anybedy else, and if in the discharge of 
what I regarded as an honest duty toward coun- 
try and Church I have occasioned annoyance by 
inadvertence or heat of expression, I regret it. 

I am perfectly willing to drop the matter, 
ay I trust that you may be pleased to look at 

in that light

A Catholic ecelesiastic, who will not allow 
THE Times’s representative to say more of his 

rsonality than that he isa “priest of the 
teoman Catholic Church,” made this criticism 
to-day of the movement, of which lather Cor- 
rigan is the avowed representative: 

“Reduced to its proper signiticance, this 
alleged anti-Oahenslyite movement is nothing 
more than a cautious attempt to nationalize 
and to decatholicize the Church of Kome in 
this country. In his reply to Father Abbelen’s 
secret pamphlet Archbishop Corrigan six years 
ago wrote to Rome ‘that in the Church there 
ought to be neither Greeks nor Romans nor 
Jews, but all one in Jesus Christ.’ 

“Every Catholic worthy of the name must 
put his religion above everything else. These 
attempts at nationalization recur with almost 
periodical regularity in the history of the 
Ohurch. Only in one instance was the move- 
ment partly successful. I refer to the Anglican 
echism. 

‘“‘Allother attempts have failed, especially 
those made in modern times, as witness the 
Gallican and Jansenist movements, and more 
recently the movement of the German old Cath- 
olics. The latter were upheld by the forces 
which had made the Kulturkampf temporarily 
successful. 

“Gallicanism had for its defender such a man 
as the great Bossuet, who towers head and 
shoulders above the Irelands and their Chau- 
vinist crowd. Gallicanism lived a precarious 
sort of existence since the days of Bossuet 
until the great cumenical council ef 1869 
made it disappear forever. I might instance 
the German and Swiss Catholic movements in 
the early part of this century, which collapstd 
woefully after a rapid and threatening advance. 
I see no reason why the attempt should be any 
more successiul in this country. 

“As to the position of Rome in this matter, 
she will only prove true to her most ancient and 


most sacred traditions if she resists to 
the utmost even the mere semblance of 
any movement of nationalization. I 


ado not believe that the Corrigan bubble 
will make much noise when it bursts. 
The newspapers are, of course, all on hig side, 
and there is a good deal of inexpensive admira- 
tion expressed for the “ fearless priest” and the 
“brave American.” This is all very beautiful 
and, ne doubt, encouraging as well as ¢onsoling 
to that erring son of the churoh. [ am 
afraid, however, that his newspaper friends will 
not be able to render him mucb assistance when 
sentence of suspension is pronounced upon him. 

**He willyet hear from Rome in a manner 
that will open his eyes, Rome may be opposed 
to Cahenslyism, but she dreads nationalization 
far more than the worst dangers of Cahensly- 
ism. All these attempts at nationalization gen- 
erally end with an abortive schism, and [ would 
not be a bit surprised if some day we 
should read in the papers of the Corrigan 
Catholics or the new American COatholies o 
something of that kind. The trouble with al] 
these ambitious schismatios in embryo is that 
they forget the deep and unshakable devotion 
of the plain Catholic people to the See of Bt. 
Peter. 

“The Monroe doctrine may be all right 
enough in the domain of American politics, but 
let it once take hold in the province of religion 
and you will see the beginning of aschism. The 
Chureh of Rome ‘has outlived a thousand 


schisms.”

AUCKELHORNS MURDERER.

ARREST OF THE NEGRO MATTHEW 


JOHNSON—NO DOUBT OF HIS GUILT. 


Matthew Johnson, the West Indian negro at 
whose hands Engineer Emil Kuskelhorn met 
bis death on Saturday afternoon, was arrested 
at 10 o'clock last night by Detectives Burns, 
Bullivan, and Lang at the corner of Sixth 
Avenue and Twenty-sixth Street. He made no 
resistanoe, and went peaceably to the Thirtieth 
Strect Station House with his captors. 

The murder ef Kuckelhorn was peculiarly 
atrocious. As stated in yesterday’s Times the 
victim was busy at his fires when the assassin 
attacked him. He was engineer for the litho- 
graphic tirm of Thomas & Wiley at 132 and 134 
West Twenty-fourth Street, had been in the 
firm’s employ for many years, and was popular 
with the employes. 

Johnson, the negro, was formerly a porter in 
the establishment. About a year ago he was 
cischarged for neglect of duty. For some rea- 
gon be jaid his discharge to the engineer, and 
vowed vengeance. He has that peculiar and 
treacherous nature possessed by many West In- 
dian negroes, and was content to wait for his 
opportunity. 

The basement in which the murder was com- 
mitted is partially filed with racks contain- 
ing lithograph stones. It affords any number 
of places for an evil-disposed person to secrete 
himself. Jolnson was well aware of this, and 
the evidence shows that he took advantage of 
his knowledge to accomplish his vengeance. 

What first directed the attention of the de- 
tectives toward the former porter was the fact 
that a few months ago he was discovered 


by Kuckelhorn hiding in the basement. 
At that time he was armed with a 
iece of lead pipe and a hammer. 


ie acknowledged then that he was trying to 
get even with the engineer. This fact, together 
with Johnson's repeated threats against his 
victim, put the detectives upon the right track. 

Superintendent Byrnes came to the aid of 
Capt. O’Conner in hunting for the suspected 
man. Several detectives were sent to the Nine- 
teenth Precinct from the Central Office. A 
thorough and systematic search for the negro 
was begun. The detectives who made the 
arrest found traces of Johnson as early as 
Sunday noon, but were unable to locate him. 
He was tracked by them all Sunday night and 
Monday, but they did not come up with him 
until last night. They foundthathe had been 
spending money freely in saloons on Forty-sec- 
ond, Twenty-third, and Twenty-fourth Streets, 
and Sixth and Seventh Avenues. 

While standing on the corner of Twenty-sixth 
Street and Sixth Avenue just before 10 o’slock 
last night the detectives saw their man pe teeens | 
the street toward Broadway. They arreste 
him at once. 

When Johnson’s room was searehed by the 
detectives, conclusive evidence against him was 
found. A pairof cufis which had been worn 
and were splashed with blood were in 
a bureau drawer, and trousers belonging 
to Edwin Thomas, the son of tne senior member 
ofthe firm of thomas & Wiley, which were 
stolen from the scene of the murder on Batur- 
day, were also found in the room. 

Other articles which the police refuse to name, 
but which have an importaut bearing on the 
case, were also found. Altogether, the case is 
most complete. : 

Yhe prisoner denied his guilt and refused to 
talk freely. Ile was locked up. This morning 
he willbe taken to Jetierson Market Court, 
where Capt. O’Connor will ask that he be re- 
manded until to-morrow morning. 

A portrait of Johnson painted in native cos- 
tume as a water boy, aided the detectives ma- 
terially in their quest. The artist is Edwin 
Thomas, the son of a member of the firm. It is 
a work of art which has been on exhibition in a 
Fifth Avenue gallery.

BARON REINACH’S DEATH 


EVIDENCE OF POISON SAID TO 
HAVE BEEN DISCOVERED. 








NEWSPAPER ASSERTIONS WHICH LEAD 
TO MUCH TESTIMONY IN THE PAN- 
AMA SCANDAL EXAMINATION—PRO- 
POSAL TO GIVE THE COMMITTEE 
JUDICIAL POWERS. 


Paris, Deo. 12.—The Temps to-day states that 
the first examination of the remains of Baron 
Reinach proves that he died from the effects of 
poison, and not from apoplexy, which was at 
first given as the cause of death. 

Figaro to-day urges the Government to get 
M. Herz, one of the partners in the banking 
house of which Baron Reinach was the head, to 
speak regarding the connection of that house 
with the affairs of the Panama Canal Company, 
the inference being that M. Herz would be able 
to explain many points about which doubts now 
exist. In the course of its article Figaro recalls 
how, thanks to MM. Clemenceau and Sarrien, 
M. Herz was enabled to jound an electric-force 
transmission company, witb a capital of 12,500,- 
00O0f., and that through this and other transac- 
tions, in which he was assisted by his connection 
with men holding Ministerial positions, he ac- 
cumulated a considerable fortune. 

The paper further says that Baron Reinach 
spent the greater part of the last hours of his 
life with M. Herz. Only a few minutes after 
leaving M. Herz, Baron Reinach returned to 
his residence, and that night he died under oir- 
cumstances that led the Government to order 
&n autopsy to be made of his remains to decide 
whether death resulted from natural causes or 
from poison self-administered because of fear of 
disgrace and punishment for his connection 
with the Panama affair. On the same night 
that Baron Reinach died M. Herz started for 
London, and Figuro exprosses a strong desire 
to have the public informed as to what caused 
his sudden departure from Paris. 

At to-day’s session of the Panama investigat- 
ing committee M. Sarrien, who represents 
Saone and Loire in the Chamber of Deputies, 
referred to the statement in to-day’s Figaro 
charging him with being an associate of M. 
Herz. He declared that he had not seen M. 
Herz since 1885 and that the latter was no 
friend of his. M. Sarrien added that he woulda 
not hesitate to tell the committee anything he 
knew about Mr. Herz. 

M. Clemenceau, editor of La Justice, distinot- 
ly denies in to-day’s issue that M. Herz used the 
columns of La Justice to puff his new enter- 

rises. He admits that Karon Reinach and M. 

ouvier successively visited him on the night 
before Baron Keinach’s death, but he was out 
and did not see them. M. Rouvier had ex- 
—— to him in the lobby of the Chamber that 

aron Reinach was being driven mad by the 
campaign organized by the papers against him; 
that it was for him a question of life or death, 
and he had wished that M. Kouvier would ac- 
company him to see M. Herz and induce him 
to use his influence to stop the attacks. Aoc- 
cordingly, M. Rouvier, with the Baron and ac- 
companied by M. Clemenceau, visited M. Herz 
together. M. Herz declared that he could not 
rehder the service required. 

The committee to-day examined an account- 
ant employed in the de Reinach banking house. 
The witness declared that he had never met 
with the checks that are said to bear the in- 
dorsements of nen in political life. 

M. Souligon, an engineoer, testified in denial of 
the charge made by M. Chantagrel that the wit- 
ness, acting under instructions from M. de Les- 
seps, attempted to buy his vote. M. Seuligon 
admitted, however, that upon one occasion, 
while chatting with M. Chantagrel, the Panama 
subject was discussed, and the witness spoke of 
the price that was to be paid for the consciences 
of the members of the Chamber of Deputies, 
but declared that he was only joking. 

In the Senate to-day M. Lacombe questioned 
the Government as to its attitude toward the 
Panama investigation. 

M. Bourgeois, Minister of Justice, declared, 
amidthe cheers of the supporters of the Gov- 
ernment, that he desired the most complete 
and searching light to be thrown upon the af- 
fairs of thecompany. He added, however, that 
he and his colleagues would oppose the passage 
of any special law that threatened to involve 
a possible conflict between the executive, legis- 
lative, and judicial authority. 

M. Lacour offered a resolution of confidence 
in the Government, which was adopted by a 
vote of 228 to 14. 

A epecial committee of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties to-day phones the proposal made by M. 
Pourquery de Bolsserin to invest the Panama 
investigating committee with judicial powers. 
This action Was taken, despite the opposition 
of M. Bourgeois, Minister of Justice. u Ponur- 
query de Boisserin was appointed reporter of 
the measure.

GERMANY OPPOSES SILVER. 


INSTRUCTIONS GIVEN THE DELEGATES 
TO THE BRUSSELS CONFERENCE. 


BERLIN, Deo. 12.—In the Reichstag to-day 
Count von Mirbach, a member of the Con- 
servative Party, asked the Government to assist 
the bimetallists at the International Monetary 
Conference at Brussels. 

Chancellor von Caprivi replied that the Ger- 
man delegates to the conference had been in- 
structed not to give their assent to any proposal 
that restricted Germany's right to decide what 
should constitute herown currency. They had 
also been instructed to declare that Germany 
was content with her present system, and would 
not depart from it. Germany would continue 
to adhere to the gold standard. 

The Chancellor said that the Conservatives 
were evidently trying to harness the currency 
question and anti-Semitism to the same car. 
The events that had occurred during the last 


few weeks had caused him the greatest dismay. 
If anti-Semitism and bimetallism were to be 
used as demagogic cries, the Government would 
have to make adetermined stand. The currency 
question, the Chancellor declared, became more 
dangerous as material for popular agitation the 
less it was understood. It would be deplorable 
if the honorable members of the Reichstag 
made their attitude on the Military bill depend- 
ent Gey bimetailism, and placed the latter 
question higher than the question of the de- 
fensive power of Germany. 

The Chancellor stated that he wished to an- 
nounce to the world that Herr Arndt, one of the 
Gertaan delegates to the conference, was in no 
way connected with the German Government. 

Herr Buering, on behalf of the National Lib- 
erals; Herr Babel, for the Socialists, and Herr 
Balistrein, for the Centre,declared that their re- 
spective parties were in favor of a gold stand- 
ard, while Dr. Frege remarked that the Con- 
servatives would not make their vote on the 
Military bill dependent on bimetallism.

COL. SHEPARD IN COURT. 


——_.————— 
AN EX-EMPLOYE SAYS HE WANTED TO 


BRIBE TWO POLICR COMMISSIONERS. 


The good Col. Elliott F. Shepard of the Mail 
and Express betook himself and acouple of law- 
yers to Part II. of the Supreme Court yesterday, 
to defend his purse and his character from the 
assaults of Frank 8. Gray, who was for several 
months in charge of the Colonel’s paper. 

Mr. Gray was hired for six years at a salary 
of $6,000 per year, but he and the good man 
soon fell out, for reasons variously stated, and 
he was “bounced” by the Colonel Gray sued 
Shepard for $35,000. He got judgment twice 
by default, but the Colonel's lawyer succeeded 
in having the case reopened. 

That Col Shepard fully appreciated the 
solemnity and importance of yesterday’s trial 
was evidenced by the following text which he 
caused to be placed at the top of the editorial 
column of yesterday’s Mail and Express: 

“To the law and to the testimony! If they speak 
not according to this Word, surely there is no morn- 
ng for them.” 

To the law and to the testimony, then, went Mr. 
Shepard, with ex-Judge Noah Davis on one side 
of him and John E. Parsons on the ether. 

Gray was the first witness. He said he was 


the son of a Presbyterian editor of Chicago, and 
was hired by Col. Shepard in 1888 as general 
manager of the Mail and Express at @ salary of 
$6,000 per year. On Oct. 1, 1889, the Colonel 
wrote to him that he was dissatisfied, but three 
days later he asked the witness to consider the 
letter unwritten. 

“The only difficulty I ever had with Shepard,”’ 
he said, “ was when I[ refused to attempt to 
bribe the Republican Police Commissioners for 
him. Then he got wad, and was ever after hos- 
tile tome. He discharged me on Jan. 1, 1890, 
on the ground that I wasincompatible. He put 
that word in our contract, which was signed in 
hia study in the Vanderbilt mansion. When I 
asked him what that word was to moan, he said, 
‘ Unfitness or distate for the newspaper busi- 
neas.’’ 

On July 28, 1888, Gray received from Shep- 
ard, who was then with his family at Bar 
Harbor, Me., the following letter, written on a 
piece of foolscap paper, and undated and un- 
signed: 

“Commissions are not generally paid till the bill is 
collected. Fifteen per cent. is the usual advertising 
commission. In some rare cases higher rates may 
be paid. Undoubtedly 25 per cent. would be con- 
sidered very satisfactory in the case. Do not have 
any trip-up. Do not use the check until necessary. 
You can probably have this amount added to the bid, 
say $20,000. ‘iry it. 
easily.”’ 

Shepard’s lawyers objected to the letter, and 
fought hard to keep it out, but Judge Parker 
allowed it to go in as tending to show Shepard’s 
real motive in discharging Gray. 

Gray next pulled out the check which had ac- 
companied the unsigned note. Both, he swore, 
were in Sheparda’s handwriting. The check was 
dated July 28, was unnumbered, and was drawn 
by Elliott F. Shepard on the Columbia Bank. 
Gray kept the check and gave back Shepard one 
of hisownforan equal amount. He deposited 
Shepard’s check in the National Park Bank. 
Col. Ingersoll read the check to the jurymen. 

**To whom does the sentence ‘They are weak 
and yield easily ’ refer?” asked Col. Ingersoll 

“To Commissioners Stephen B. French and 
John McClave,” replied Gray. 

Soon after receiving the anonymous letter and 
the check from Col. i gyre Gray met him at 
Saratoga, and Shepard, according to Gray, 
opened up the subject of the bribery of the two 
Republican Police. Commissioners. He asked 
Grayif he had got the letter, and on being 
answered in the aflirmative, said: “I don't 
know whether I ought to have done that, but the 
Mail and. Express needs prestige, and the elec- 
tion advertising would give ittous. Did you 
tear up the letter?” 

Gray said he had not, when Col Shepard 
grew angry and said: “ You ought not to have 
torn up that letter, but you ought to have 
burned it. Then it would have been de- 
stroyed.” 

Gray. told the Colone) that he had preserved 
the check. Shepard’s anger knew no bounds. 
He told Gray that MoClave and French were 
then at Saratoga, and authorized him to go 
ahead then and there and work the job. Gray 
refused. 

With Gray’s testimony and the presentation 
of the letter and check the plaintiff rested. 
iix-Judge Davis, previous to putting on the 
atand the witnesses for the defense, made a 
speech to the jury In which he eulogized Col. 
Shepard, declaring that he had been guided by 
zood motives, but had been ensnared by the 
wicked Gray. 

Gilbert K. Harroun, the “ controller’’ of the 
Mail and Express, gave a lively account of his 
experience with Gray when he went to the of- 
fice to succeed to Gray’s job. 

Col. Shepard was then put on the stand. The 
Colonel said Gray had been recommended to 
him by his father, the Presbyterian editor, of 
Chicago. Gray first annoyed him by causing to 
be printed an announcement that it was not 
true that he had refused the Colone)’s offer to be- 
come the general manager of the Mail and Fr- 
press. He took Gray to task. ‘I objected to 
the announcement,” said Rhepard, “ because it 
contained «a lie, and I don’t believe in Lies.” 

“Was the $5,000 you sent to him from Bar 
Harbor to go to French and MeClure?” inquired 
Mr. Parsons. 

“No, Sir. Positively not. That's alie!” ex- 
claimed Shepard, jerking off his eyeglasses. 

** Was it to go to the Police Board t”’ 

“Right the contrary. We wanted that elec- 
tion contract for the Mail and Lxpress. Bol 
said to Gray, ‘You had better see some of your 
Republican friends; see the members of the Re- 
publican State and County Committees and get 
them to join in a recommendation to the Police 
Board.’ Atfirst nothing was said of paying a 
commission. At eur next conference he told me 
thatafirm of advertising solicitors controlled 
the election advertising. As we underst od t 
the Republican members of the Police Boa 
name the Republican newspaper that gets the 
election printing. Itis usual to pay a commis- 
sion to advertising agents. 

Gray said he had got to the bottom of the 
matter and had found the advertising agent 
who controlled the business, and that he re- 

uired 25 per cent. commission. [said I would 
think over the matter. I went to Bar Harbot 
and sent the letter and check to Gray.” 

Ever after that, the Colonel said, Gray held 
the Jetter and check over his head, and referre 
to them defiantly every time he complained o 
Gray’s character, ability, and habits. 

The case will go on to-day.

The Rey. John P. Lundy, D, D., a retired min- 
ister of the Protestant Episcopal Church, and a 
former President of the Pennsylvania Forestry 
Association, died yesterday at Philadelphia, in 
the seventieth year of his age.

In 
this work he maintains that Christianity iteelf 
is but a development of the patriarchal faith of 
the worlds, and founds this belief on the relies 
and records that have passed away. In thisline 
his researches were wide and diligent. He also 
reviewed Bishop Hopkins’s “Bible View of 
Slavery” in 1863, and printed a volume on 
forestry in 1880, and was recently epgaged on 
work on prehistorio worship.

PUT ABULLETTHROUGH HIS HEART

SUICIDE OF BANK CASHIER GEORGE M, 
WOODBRIDGE. 


RIcHMOND, Va, Dec. 12.—George M. Wood- 
bridge, the cashier of the Savings Bank of Rioch- 
mond and a prominent man here, committed 
suicide this evening by shooting himself through 
the heart. The tragedy occurred at the home 
of Mr. Woodbridge, in the fashionable neigh- 
borhood of Franklin Street, near Third.

RECENT DEFEATS DISCUSSED IN 
] OONVENTION, 





OPENING OF THE TWELFTH ANNUAL 
SESSION OF THE FEDERATION — 
PRESIDENT GOMPERS DISCUSSES 
STRIKES AND LEGISLATION—SORE 
ON PINKERTON AND THE MILITIA. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 12,—President Gompers 
opened the twelfth annual session of the Amer- 
joan Federation of Labor in Independence Hall 
this morning. The most striking figure in the 
hall was ex-President Weihe of the Amalgamat- 
ed Association of Iron and Steel Workers. W. A. 
Carney, hiasuccessor, also came in for a share 
of attention, as did allthe men who were en- 
gaged in the Homestead fight, who occupied 
seats together close to the President’s desk. 

A portion of the Thursday session will be de- 
voted to the consideration of that great conflict, 
and means will be devised for the relief of the 
men who have been thrown out of work by the 
strike. 

An address of welcome was delivered by 
George Chance of Typographical Union No. 2, 
in which he said: 

* Measured i the wealth that has been gathered, 
Pennsylvania js great, prosperous, and power{ul. 
Contrasted with the condition of the producers of 
that wealth, the State is poor indeed. I have no 


hesitanoy in saying that the laws of the Nation and 
the peate are partly responsible for this condition of 


“ Trusts have been legalized and fostered, while 
soulless corporations and gigantic plants are the 
especial wards of the State; laws passed for the bene- 
fitof the masses are declared unconstitutional, or 
decisions given that reuder their provisions nega- 
tory. These and other decisions force us to the be- 
liet that there is one law, or rather construction of it, 
for the poor man and another for the rich. 

“When this fact becomes patent to the masses of 
the people, as it surely will, the remedy, or the at- 
tempt at it, will be swift, and it may be terrible. It 
is said that ‘the blood of the martyr was the seed of 
the Church.’ It is possible that through the blood 
of the men who died on the bauks of the Mononga- 
hela last July ay come a realization of the true con- 
dition of affairs, and that the legislation of the 
future will be in favor of the masses, rather than for 
the aggrandizement of the few.” 

President Gompers replied briefly. “It 
is lamentable,” he declared, “that Judges 
should stoop so low to arrive at such despicable 
ends as has been witnessed recently in Penn- 
sylvania.” He ascribed these wrongs to two 
causes: The comparative lack of organization 


among the laboring men of the State, and the 
devotion of wage-workers to partisans first, 
and to their class interests last. 

At the afternoon session the delegates were 
entertained for half an hour by John Swinton 
of New-York with s savage attack on “ black- 
legging, Pinkertonism, and trickery.” 

Resolutions were introduced at the request of 
Typographical Union No. 16 of Chicago de- 
nounocing the proposed award of the contract 
for the World’s Fair catalogue to a non-union 

ublishing house, and demanding that the work 

© given to a union concern. 

President Gompers in his annual report said 
that organized workmen were far from their 
goal on account of their own shortcomings. To 
the attainment of that end they should bend 
every energy and subordinate every aspiration. 

In reviewing the events of the past six 
months in the field of labor, he said that in each 
of the labor struggles the armed forces of the 
State and the United States were at the bidding 
of the employers, In Tennessee the miners, in- 
stead of getting redress, were doiied, and when 
public opinion was so stunted that the miners 
could not induce the lawmaking power to save 
the lives of individuals, it was no wonder that 
they determined thatthe only way by which 
the pubiio conscience could be touched was to 
shock it, 

Gompers justified the action of the Home- 
stead strikers in firing upon the Pinkerton de- 
teotives, whom he called an armed band of 
marauders, sailing under no flag, owing allegi- 
ance to no country, and, consequently, pirates, 

In regard to the switchmen’s strike in Buffalo, 
Gompers declared that irresponsible persons de- 
atroyed the railroad cars, not the strikers, He 
complained that the strikers were not allowed to 
Speak to those who took their places. He also 
justified the action of the strikers at Cvwur 
a’ Aléne in fa | upon the deputies. Mr. Gom- 

ers maintained that war had practically been 

eciared against labor organizations, and that 
War measures had been resorted toto crush 
them. But they would not be crushed. 

In speaking of the militia, Mr. Gompers said 
that it was plainly evident that the militia of 
the several States was never utilized exvept for 
purposes of ostentatious show or as an element 
in labor struggles. Instead of being —_ or- 
ganizations ih defense of homes and firesides, 
the militia had drifted into a machine of monop- 
olistic oppression against labor. One of two 
courses was left open to trade unionists upon 
the militia question. Unions must endeavor to 
— back the militia to become again the 
a ar military organizations of the masses, 
with the election of the omeare Og the men, or, 
failing in that, unions would be compelled to 
declare that membership in the militia and ina 
labor organization at one and the same time 
were inconsistent and incompatible. 

any friends inthe labor movement, looking 
at the recent defeats, predicted the annihilation 
of the economic effort of organized labor. The 
tendency and resulta of corporate power were 
force, brutal and debasing. The tendency of 
the organization of the workers was also force, 
but it was the forve of reason, generous and hu- 
manizing. 

Unions were frequently urged to strike out 
for another path, to take radical action. The 
representatives of unions were best qualified to 
voice their sentiments. The leaders could make 
of the unions whatever the intelligence and 
progress of the members would permit. 

Mr. Gompers’s advice to all was to go on or- 
ganizing. ‘The leaders should endeavor to wean 
the workers from being political followers of 
any party, by whatever name known. The con- 
ventions of organized workmen should declare 
for certain political and economical demands, 
and require the co-operation of organized labor 
at the ballot box as well as in the factory, field, 
and mine. They should rather bea unit in their 
demands than a political party., 

The eight-hour movement, notwithstanding 
the set-backs that it received, has met with 
much success, and the last eight-hour law passed 
by Congress was a better one than any other 
passed upon the subject. 

In regard to the alien contract law and the 
question of immigration, Mr. Gompers said 
that there now was a fairer disposition among 
Commissioners of Immigration to prevent vio- 
lations of the law, but the law itself waa doe- 
fective, a8 employers posted workmen whom 
they bring ever as to the answers to be made to 
the inspectors on theirarrival here. The law 
should be amended, and he would recommend 
that all the immigrants should be subject to re- 
turn until two years after their arrival in this 
country and that the employing contractor 
should be held liable for tive years after the ar- 
rival of the contract laborer. 

Unrestricted immigration was working great 
injury to the people of this country. Organiza- 
tions gathered hordes of people, packed them 
in vessels worse than cattle, with no ventila- 
tion, and thrust them upon our shores. Unions 
did not wish to join in the general cry of com- 
pletely shutting out all, but some regulation 
and restriction were necessary. 

The Federation of Labor had requested Con- 
gress to refrain from acting upon the question 
of opening or closing the World’s Fair on Sun- 
days, as it was a subject entirely foreign to its 
sphere. The Federation of Labor should urge 
Congress to repeal the Sunday clause, and dele- 
gate the matter to the Board of Directors. 

The system of loan assistance by which 
unions have borrowed money of each other has 
been successful, and Gompers suggested the ad- 
visability of raising a large fund by a series of 
small assessments upon afliliated organizations, 
to be raised asa loan fund. He also approved 
of the raising of initiation dues to unions to 
high figures. 

Arrangements haye beén made with the 
World’s Columbian Exposition Congress Aux- 
iliary Committee by which the large hall was 
secured for the latter part of August for the 
International Labor Congress proposed to be 
held there. The Trades Union Congress of Eng- 
land accepted the invitation of the Federation 
to send delegates to Chicago, but no favorable 
responses were received from labor congresses 
of any other country. 

The appointment of a woman organizer was a 
wise departure, and the female organizer has 
been successful. 

The report of the Secretary stated that the 
work of the past year was very gratifying. 
During the year ending Vct. 31, 277 charterg 
were issued, inoluding local unions, central 
bodies, and State federations. The receipts 
during the past year, including the balance on 
hand from 15891, amounted to $25,990.87, and 
the expenditures were $18,324.69. 








Death of Francis Shearman, 


Francis Shearman, who for many years had 
been in the service of the Windsor Hotel, died 
Sunday at his home, 448 West Forty-fourth 
Street. Mr, Shearman was born in Newport in 
1819. Before the war he gained something of a 
reputation as a writer for the newspapers, mag- 
azines, and periodicals. For thirty years he has 
been active in religious and charitable work as 
a Deacon of the Central Baptist Church, in West 
Forty-second Street, A widow and several chil- 
dren survive him. Funeral services will be held 
at his residence this evening.

Ew MEN PROMINENT IN THE NOMINAS': 
TIONS FOR TO-NIGHT’S PRIMARIES— 
JOEL & MASON ASTONISHED—MESSNS. 
CLARKE AND BLANCHARD MAKE 
APPROPRIATE SPEECHES. 


; It was farewell night in Shepard Hall last 
evening. A new curved sign on the building on 
the northeast corner of Fifty-seventh Street 
and Sixth Avenue told passers-by that the room 
which Col. Elliott F. Shepard has given rent 
free to the Twenty-first District Republicans 
was tobe found up etairs, but otherwise the 
place was not decorated in honor of the event. 

Nearly a hundred members of the organiza- 
tion were there, however, to hear Jobn Prootor 
Clarke bid adieu to the Presidency, to get a lit- 
tle advice from James A. Blanchard as he glided 
from the glare of district prominence into the 
restfal shade of private life, and to vote on the 
report of the committees charged with nomina- 
tions for to-night’s primaries. 

The meeting was kept busy for nearly two 
hours, but the nominations were under discus- 
sion for four-fifths of that time. Robert M 
Kenyon moved the acceptance of the commit- 
tee’s report when it was presented, but Edward 
F. Brown was immediately proposed as a sub- 
stitute for Richard J. Lewis as one of the dele- 
gates to the County Committee. 

Mr. Lewis was the author of this suggestion, 
and he stuck to his determination not to serve. 
Mr. Clarke ruled him eut of order, and this de- 
cision promptly led to a nice little tangle, 
which was settled by reconsidering an amend- 
ment to Mr. Kenyon’s motion, which had just 
been adopted. The amendment provided simply 
for the acceptance of the report. 

When the motion was made to reconsider, E. 
W. Bloomingdale raised the point of order that 
it could not be acted upon then. 

“On a strict parliamentary ruling you are 
right,” said President Clarke. 

“Then,” said Mr. Bloomingdale gracefully, “I 
“withdraw the point.” 

With this snag out of the way, Mr.Lewis 
pressed his motion. Mr. Clarke deftly shut off two 
or three promising orations, one ef which had 
\reached the point of describing the great men 
of tne district as having attained “ that age and 
dignity that they will not work.” Mr. Lewis in- 
sisted that his request be heeded, but the meet 
ing was against him. 

Joel 8. Mason, who was acting as Secretary, 
started in to make a speech. He objected to 
the committee’s list on the ground that some of 
the nominees did not live in the district. Mr. 
Clarke cut him short. They all livedin the die- 
trict, he declared. 

“ Will you say that all the nominees are resi- 
dents of the Twenty-first?’ demanded Mr. 
Mason. 

“I will say 60,” was the calm answer. 

The Secretary looked at the President, and 
the President looked at the Secretary, across 
their little strip of platform. Mr. Mason 
seemed to be a trifie dazed. Finally he said 
slowly: *“*Then I was misinformed, but I will 
say that some don’t properly representit.’”’ He 
also remarked that he was tired of figure heads, 
a sentiment which met popular approval. 

James Owens rose and there was a sound of 
shufiling feet in the rearofthe hall Mr. Owens 
explained that he meant to be brief, and it died 
away. He had personally investigated the resi- 
dence of one of the nominees, he said, and he 
had found that Alexander T. Mason was notin 
the district. 

‘“‘There’s no mystery about that,” said the 
President. ‘*‘A man may have a dozen places. 
Mason has had a room in the @istrict for yoars, 
and he proposes to keep it as a legal residence. 
|In a year his family will move into the district, 
‘anyway. I want to say, too, that the ticket rep- 
jresents allthe new blood that has come in in 
‘the last three years. There’s been some talk 
\jthat men like Gen. Thomas, Depew, Milliken, 
and Talcott are not workers. Look at the 
\Treasurer’s books, and you'll see the work 
they do.” 

A young man, who explained that he was 
(probably the youngest Republican in the dis- 
trict, declared that it was well known that there 
were very few but figureheads in the commit- 
tees, and the resnite of the recent election 
‘and that fact were related. He wanted to know 
}what the nominees had done for the party. Mr. 
‘Kenyon undertook the task of giving him light, 
and went over the list, outlining the eminent 
}party services of the gentlemen whose names it 

ere. 

} But Secretary Mason was not discouraged. 
{He took another turn at speechmaking and 
jasked if anybody supposed Chauncey M. Depew 
could possibly be lured to a county committes 
‘meeting. Nobody answered the question, but 
‘when the vote was taken the ticket was adopted. 
‘Only two or three voices were raised againet it. 
| Then came the valedictories. President 
Clarke told how he had held office for three 
‘years, how he and others had given a@ vast 
amount of time to the district, and how harmo- 
‘nious things had been generally. Mr.Blanchard 
told how he had been led, by reading an article 
on “The Duty of the College Man in Poli- 
tics,” to attend meetings of the organization. 
(‘That was in 1878 or 1879. He went to the 
meetings for two years before he was putona 
‘committee, and he had never found out who 
‘was responsible for that first mark of attention. 
)Pince then he had worked hard, and it was now 
his intentien toretire.

ef $102,000. Attrill was a large stockholder 
lana Director in the Rockaway Beach Improve- 

ent Company, Limited. 
| Huntington advanced him $100,000 on the 
@trength of Attrill’s interest in the company. 
| Attrill had previously stated, as required by the 
noorporation laws of New-York, that the capi- 
tal stock of the company was fully paid up, 
‘when it was not so in fact. The company be- 
came insolvent, and Huntingten recovered 
[judament for $102,000, which was given him 
Decause of the falee representations on which 
jthe money was advanced. Meanwhile, Attrill 
acquired stock in the Equitable Gaslight Com- 
‘pany of Baltimore, and put it in trust for his 

fe and daughters. An attempt toexecute the 
[New-York judgment through the Maryland 
courts was resisted successfully, the Court of 
[Appeals of the latter state holding that the 
‘ju ent was in the nature of a penalty, and 
‘the courts ©f one State, of course, would not 
‘execute the ponal laws of another State. The 
‘Bupreme Court to-day, in an opinion by Justic 
‘Gray, held that the judgment was not of a pena 
mature, and thatthe Maryland courts had not 
‘given full force and effect to the judgment and 
decrees of the courts of another State, as re- 
quired by the Conatitution. The case will, there- 
‘fore, be remanded to the Maryland courts, with 
‘directions to execute the judgment.

‘NEW RAILROAD IN FLORIDA 
EXTENSION OF THE FLORIDA CEN=\ 
TRAL AND PENINSULAR. 





BONDS TO THE AMOUNT OF $2,000,- 
000 IssUED AND SOLD—THE WORK 
OF CONSTRUCTION UNDER WAY— 
A SHORTENING OF THE DISTANCE 
BETWEEN NEW-YORK AND FLORIDA. 


Bonds necessary to the construction of a new 4 
branch of the Florida Central and Peninsular Rail 
road were last week placed with a trust company in 
this city, the identity of whioh the management of 
the road is not yet ready to make public, preferring 
that tho parties who have taken the issue shall take 
their own time to make public the information. 
President H. R. Daval said yesterday that Vermilye 
& Co. were not at the head of a syndicate that had 
taken them, but said the bonds had been placed and 
paid tor, and that the work of construction had al- 
ready been begun, the contract for building the line 
having been let to the Southern Supply Company of 
Atlanta, Ga. 

About two weeks ago the contractors began work 
at the southern end of the route, at Hart’s Road, a 
point afew miles north and west of Fernandina, 
Fla. During the present week workmen will begin 
operations atthe northern terminus, for the present 
& point two miles south of the city limits of Savan- 
nah, Ga. The route is almost an air line between 
the two points, a distance of 132 miles, and as 
straight as itcan be made. No detour is made even 
to reach Brunswick, the most important port in 
Southern Georgia, the line running eighteen miles 
west of that city, whero it crosses the Branswick 
and Western and the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia Roads. This direct route makes a saving of 


forty-two miles between Savannah and Jacksonville 
over the route now traveled by Northern tourists b 

way of the Savannah, Florida and Western Railroad. 
The contract calls for seventy-pound steel rails, and 
the four bridges—over the Aitamaha, Satilla, Ocee- 
chee, and 8t. Mary’s Rivers—will also be steel struct- 
ures. Work in the vicinity of the Altamaha River 
will De begun on the Ist of January, and the contract 
calls for the completion of the road by Sept. 15 next. 

The Plorida Central and Peninsular Road has also 
leased the South Bound Koad running from Savan- 
nah north to Columbia, 8. C., a distauce of 142 
milos. At the latter poiut connection is made with 
the Richmond and Danville Road for points north 
and west. When, therefore, the new ruute 18 com- 
pleted it will give a pew air line to Florida, over 
which it is expected that several hours’ time will be 
saved, from this city. 

Bonds to the amount of $2,000,000 have been is- 
sued for the construction and equipment of the new 
vranch and for incidental purposes, and when the 
branch is completed the Florida Central and Penin- 
sular Road expects to enter upona career of pros- 
perity unequaled in its history. New bonds to the 
amount of $3,428,000 have been issued to retire 
those bearing a higher rate of interest, and to the 
extent of $1,500,000 to retire the first preferred 
stock. With thenew branch the company will have 
780 miles of road in its lines, and the bonded indebt- 
edness will be then atritie less than $9,000 a mile. 
Last year the main line, so muoh of the road as is 
now built, made a net earning of $530,000, and as 
the fixed interestcharges against the road, with its 
new branch built and paid for, will be but $340,000, 
the management feel that there seems at lasta 
prosperous outlook to repay them for their long wait- 
ing to find their investment all they had hoped it 
would be. 

The road has completed a traffic agreement with 
the Atlantic Coast Line for through trains from tho 
North during the season in Florida, which opens 
next month. Three trains will be run to Tampa 
daily during the season, one being the “Flying 
Cracker,” a train that was first ron last year, ana 
was a popular ove to the Gulf Coast. Trains from 
this city will go South by way of Atlanta, a new 
route for patrons of this line. Fiorida is reached 
over the Georgia Central and Georgia Southern and 
Florida lines to the Florida Central's main line. 

Northern visitors to the Indian River country in 
Florida will be giad to know that by Jan. 1 an ail 
rail] route will be opened to that couatry for lovers 
of hunting and fishing. Mr. Flagler, who has large 

roperty interests on the east coast of Florida, has 
Bui ta road extending sonth from Daytona sixty- 
five miles along the west side of the ludian River 
country to Rock Ledge, by way of New-Smyrna and 
Titusville. This will save travelers down the river 
the long and tedious ride by steamboat to Rook 
Ledge. It will also open up an easier route for ship- 
pers of oranges. 

Mr. Flagler has also had a new steamer built for 
the use of tourists bound down the river to points 
below Rook Ledge and to Lake Worth Facilities 
for reaching the latter point have been very bad in 
the past, and tourists will hail with delight the pos- 
sibility of a comfortable tour to the extreme south of 
Florida. The steamer and the new road form part 
of the Jacksonville, St. Augustine and Indian River 
ronte, which will parallel and so be a rival to the 
Jacksonville, Tampa and Key West system.

NO CIRCUIT COURT OF APPEALS. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—A singular state of affairs 
in the Circuit Court of Appeals, embracing the 
States of Ohio and Indiana, was developed to-day in 
the United States Supreme Court, when a motion 
was made in the suit arising out of the operations of 
the “young Napoleon of tinance,” Henry S. Ives, 
in the affairs of the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Day- 
ton Railroad Company. Attorney Maxwell wanted 
the court to accept the record in the case, which is 
entitled “The Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton 
Railroad Company, appellants, ve. W. R. McKean,” 
and hear it in the first instance, withont its going to 
the Circuit Court of Appeals, created by an act of the 
last Congress. He stated that Judge Gresham re- 
fused to sitin the case because of an interest in its 
decisiou; that two other Judges in that Circuit were 
disqualified, and that the Justice assigned to the 
Circuit (Harlan) was about to leave the country, so 
thata Circuit Court of Appeals could not be regu- 
larly organized therein. 

Attorney General Miller, as counsel for McKean, 
reinforce ee and the court took the 

apers under advisement reluctantly, the proceed- 
ngs rg contrary to all their usage. A million 
and half dollars and important legal. questions are 
involved.

AGAINST THE SOUTHERN PACIFIC 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12,—The United States Su, 
preme Court, by a majority decision, to-day reversed 
the judgment of the Cirouit Court of the United 
Btates for the Southern District of California, and 
decided against the Soutbern Pacific Railway Com. 
pany in four suits brought against it by the United 
States to quit title to valuable lands lying between 
the Colorado River and the Pacifio Ocean. These 
landsin Southern California are now mnch svuught 
after, are said to be worth several million dollars, 
and were claimed by the Southern Pacific by virtue 
of the land grant made to it by Congress. The cases 


have been before the court for some time. They 
were argued at the last term, but the court was so 
nearly eq divided on the merits of the questions 
involved that it ordered the cases reargued and set 
the hearing down for a special date. he decision 
of the court, rendered by Justice Brewer, is square- 
ly against the company on both points before the 
court, and deprives it of title in the lands. 


The two questions before the court were whether 
ornotthe Southern Pacitio jiway Company was 
entitled to lands within the granted limits or to 
lande within the indemnity limits of the Atlantic 


and Pacific Company, the maps of definite 
location of the two roads confiloting. The court 
ruled that the grants to these lands attachal to the 
Atlantic and Pacific Railway Company and that this 
road never having been constructed west of the Col- 
orado River the lands becamea part of the public do- 
main, open to settlers.

MUST COLLECT STATISTICS. 





ORDERS TO ENFORCE. THE LAW ABOUT 
IMPORTS AND EXPORTS BY RAIL. 


NIAGARA FALLS, N. Y., Dec. 12.—Collector of Cus- 
toms James Low, at Suspension Bridge, has been 
notified by the United States Treasury Department 
to put into effect the law passed July 16, this year, 
regarding the collection of statistics of domestio ex- 
ports by railroads from the United States into Can- 
ada and Mexico. This will entail a great deal of 


trouble and expense for both American and Cana- 
dian railway lines, and it will take some time to get 
the law in working order. ‘he United states hereto- 
fore in compiling statistics of its export trade relied 
nope the “ Reports of Imports of Canada anid Mex- 
co.” 

These were unsatisfactory, and so the law was 
passed making itcompulsory on the part of ship- 
pers and railroads to furnish manifests giving the 
number of articles. description, quantity, value and 
whether free of duty or duty paid. Any railroad 
that fails io socure such a manifests from the Amer- 
ican shipper will be liable to a fine of $25 for each 
and every failure, and if the railroad fails to file such 
manifest of shipper and manifest of railroad it shall 
be liable to a fine of $50 and the detention of said 
carload or loads until such manifests are filed. 

The law, it will be seen, is very strict. It covers 
every railroad which receives goods in the United 
States consigned to any point in Canada or Mex- 
ico, and 18 far-reaching in its provisions. Hereto- 
fore only vessels were compelled to make out mani- 
fests. The railroads are requested to furnish the 
manifests for themselves and the shippers at their 
ownexpense. It will be impossible to put the law 
in force, butail the roads entering here have been 
notified, aud as soon as practicavlo the manifests 
will be demanded.

EAST-BOUND FREIGHTS. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 12.—East-bound shipments of 
freight by all lines last week, exclusive of live 
stock, aggregated 77,188 tons, against 81,484 for 
the preceding week, a decrease of 4,296 tons, and 
against 95,949 for the corresponding week last 
year, 2 decrease of 21,761 tons. Tho traffic was 
divided up among the several roads as follows: 
Michigan Central, 12,358 tons; Wabash, 3,861 tons; 
Lake Shore, 14,598 tons; Fort Wayne, 8,494 tone; 
Pan Handle, 9,964 tons; Baltimore and Ohio, 3,500 
tons; Grand Trunk, 6,438 tons; Niokel Plate, 9,099 
tons; Chicago and Erie, 6,277 tons; Big Four, 2,914 
tons. 

Lake shipments amounted to 10,093 tons, against 
46,025 for the preceding week, a decrease of 35,982 


tons. 

Through shipments of flour, grain, and provisions 
from Chicago to the seaboard, by the roads in the 
Central Traflic Association, amounted to 39,204 
tons, against 36,665 for the preceding week, an in- 
crease of 2,549 tons, and against 63,114 for the cor- 
responding week last year, a decrease of 23,910 tons. 
Of this tratfic the Vanderbilt lines carried 5Y per 
cent., the Pennsylvania lines 21 per cont, the Chi- 
cago and Grand Trunk 15 per cent., anathe Balti- 
more and Ohio 5 per cent.

SMITH AVOWS HIS CANDIDACY.

OF COURSE HE IS AFTER THE SENATOR- 
SHIP FROM NEW-JERSEY. 

NEWARK, N. J., Dee. 12.—James Smith, Jr., of 
this city, for whose candidacy as a rival of Goy. 
Leon Abbett in the United States Senatorial 
struggle the nine Essex County Assemblymen 
declared a«few days ago, has become a little 
more explicit in his declarations as to hia pur- 
poses since his return from Old Point Comfort. 
A reporter who interviewed him this morning 


found him in a communicative mood at his home 
on Washington Place. 

“‘I am better pleased,” he said, “ with the as- 
surances of my friends’ support than [ could be 
with the office; it means nore to me.” 

‘“‘Well, how about your candidacy for the Sen- 
ate?” he wae asked. 

“TI am not a candidate,” he responded. ‘I 
have never been a candidate for office. Snoh 
oltices as I have held have come to me un- 
sought.

Any man ought to be pleased to 
be elected to such an ofiice, and under the 
circumstances I wouid not feel justified in re- 
fusing it.’’

PREFERRED DEATH TO WORK. 





PROBABLY SUCCESSFUL ATTEMPT AT 
SUICIDE BY A YOUTH. 

PHILADELPHIA, Deo. 12.—Edmund Lutz, six- 
teen years old, attempted to commit suicide 
this morning by shooting himself. He is nowin 
the hospital and the physicians say he cannot 
live.

Last week the boy’s father gave him a severe 
beating because he refused to go to work and 
earn something to contribute toward the family 
expenses. Yesterday the boy’s father and older 
brother again urged him to tind employment 
and ‘give up his idle habits, and Edmund prom- 
ised to hunt for work this week. It is supposed 
that the reprimands he received humiliated 
him. and led him to attempt suicide.

In consequence of the virtual suspension 
of immigration from Europe to this country 
under the Treasury Department quaran- 
tine order, and the possibility of a direct 
suspension for a year by legislation, the 
North Atlantic Steamship Association is 
reported to have decided to carry only 
saloon and second-class passengers after 
the Ist of January, and to reduce the num- 
ber of sailings on the lines represented in 
the association during 1893. It has also 
decided to raise the saloon and second-cabin 
rates to make up for the loss of the steer- 
age traffic, and to withdraw all excur- 
sion rates for World’s Fair. It is 
not quite clear whether this move is in- 
tended to deter the United States Govern- 
ment from action that would continue the 
suspension of immigration, or is a mere 
business measure to subserve the interests 
of the steamship companies. But, what- 
ever its motive, it is not likely to affect the 
action of the Government. The question 
of dealing with immigration with a view 
to guarding against the danger of cholera 
should be considered without regard to 
the effect upon the business of the steam- 
The actual requirements for 


the 


ship lines. 
transportation will be met in some way, 
and it is better to have the number of for- 
eign visitors to the World’s Fair reduced 
than to have an epidemic brought to this 
country with them.., 





The Anti-Options bill has been so much 
patched up since it passed the House, and 
80 many more patches are waiting to be ap- 
plied, that it was yesterday allowed to go 
over until to-day in order that it might be 
reprinted to show just how it looks now. 
Senator GzoxuGr, who has a substitute of 
his own to offer, is expected to make some 
extended remarks upon the measure, and 
so many other Senators aro ' waiting 
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to express their views that Mr 
WASHBURN is getting fearful that the 
bill will be talked to death. It ought 
to receive its quictus by a more prompt 
and less painful process, If it were 
dealt with according to its merits it would 
not take up much time, and the business 
interests to which itis a menace would be 
speedily relieved. If there must be debate, 
it is to be hoped that some Senator with a 
head for business and a comprehension of 
the subject will make clear the delusive 
and pernicious character of this demagogio 
measure, 





We have the deepest sympathy for the 
wounds inflicted on our sensitive Repub- 
lican friends by the “slight” offered to 
Speaker Crisp in neglecting to call upon 
him for a speech that he had not been asked 
to make. We should have sympathy for 
Mr. Crisp also did we not cherish the hope 
that he is a man of too much sense to 
take offense where none was intended 
or given. But the Republicans deserve the 
most, because they have not only been 
grieved by the fancied wrong of Mr. 
Crisp, but they are doomed to still more 
bitter grief by the failure of their little 
scheme to got up a quarrel in the Demo- 
cratic ranks. 





The latest English papers are filled with 
the speech of Mr. Ceci RHODEs before the 
shareholders of the British South Africa 
Company, of which he is President, and 
with comments on the speech. Certainly the 
achievements of that gentleman and of his 
First Lieutenant, Dr. JAMESON, are of the 
most impressive character as reported by 
Mr. RHopEs. He has, in the name of his 
company, and, apparently, with the aid of 
his authority as Premier of Oape Colony, 
succeeded in acquiring a more or less defi- 
nitely-acknowledged sovereignty over a 
territory in Southern Africa larger than the 
whole of Central Europe, which he reports 
to be entirely healthful, fertile, and with 
rich gold-bearing ridges. He has started a 
railroad toward each coast, and a tele- 
graph line to Uganda, which he proposes to 
carry northward to Egypt. He has 
brought in some thousands of colonists, 
has organized an army, and has beaten the 
Portuguese into peace. And now he comes 
home to appeal to the sentiment and 
imagination of the English people, to 
make a public opinion that will sustain 
him. Heis getting much admiration and 
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gold reserve of the Troasury of less than 
$1165,000,000. It secs that the issue of 
logal-tender notes for the purchase of silver 
bullion steadily adds to the burden already 
resting on this very insufficient reserve. It 
recognizes that the operation of this proc- 
ess is twofold, since the continual in- 
flation of the currency by paper that must 
be confined to our own borders, no matter 
whether needed here or not, tendsto stimu- 
late the export of gold, and this export 
comes substantially from the Treasury. 
The crisis is, therefore, only a question of 
time. If we go onin the same way, tho 
day must come when we must either stop 
gold payments or borrow gold to maintain 
them. In these circumstances, what is the 
use of asking the United States to continue 
buying silver on condition that the rest of 
the world will buy half as much more each 
year for five years? The Hoonomiet sees 
that there is no use. 

But this is not the worst. Evenif the 
United States should be foolish enough to 
go into such an operation, the evils—such 
as they may be—consequent on a break 
in the silver market would surely come, 
and would be more serious because the 
break would be greater. The break may 
be looked for when the United States stops 
buying silver and may begin to sell silver. 
Ifthe United States goes on buyingsilver for 
five years, it will have 270,000,000 ounces 
more to sell, and the pressure to sell will be 
very much greater then than it is now. We 
might, indeed, stop now and hold the silver 
indefinitely. It is doubtful if we could 
dosothen. And below all this argument 
lies the simple fact that the more any 
of the great Governments try to meddle 
with the relation of silver and gold the 
more they will muddle it, and the 
sooner they make up their minds to 
leave the two metals alone and allow the 
natural forces affecting them to determine 
their relation, the better it will be for all 
concerned. The production of silver has 
increased very rapidly within twenty years. 
That of gold has increased rather slowly 
until within the last five years, but since 
then it has advanced quite rapidly, and 
there is an appreciable prospect of greater 
increase in the new fiekis of South Africa. 
If itis desirable thatthe ratio between them 
shall be reduced, itis more likely to come 
about by leaving the present low price of 
silver to check the production and advance 
the price, while the increased production 





volleys of the most ecstatic praise from 
the papers.

@ little askance, and we shall be much sur- 
prised if the Ministers do not keep him at

He has many of 
the qualities of Cirvx, but England might 
well hesitate to back even a Clive in these 
days. 











The admirable results achieved by Secre- 
tary Tracy in his administration of the 
Navy Department have been noted in our 
columns from time to time, and are now 
specially impressive as grouped in his final 
report. He took up the work both of ad- 
ministrative reform and of ship construc- 
tion where Secretary WHITNEY left it, and 
carried it forward at once and incessantly 
with a zeal andskill worthy of his predeces 
sor. The engines, the guns, the armor, the 
powders, the projectiles, and the torpedoes 
of to-day all show the remarkable progress 
effected during the last four years, The 
Indiana, the New-York, and the Columbia— 
or we might better now say the Jowa, the 
Brooklyn, and the Minneapolis—show the 
standards which Mr. Tracy’s administra- 
tion has set up in ship construction. He 
has also opened paths of advance which 
his successor will, no doubt, follow out. 
Not the least worthy of mention among his 
achievements is the work of reform in 
navy-yard labor, begun with the convic- 
tion that the navy “could not command 
disinterested support as long as the taint 
of political favoritism hung about its work- 
shops.” His recommendation that the re- 
forms thus introduced under executive 
authority shall be made permanent by legis- 
lation deserves the attention of Congress. 








COMMON SENSE AND FI} VANCE. 

The last number of the London Zcono- 
mist contains two articles on the general] 
subject of the International Monetary Con- 
ference and the matters with which it has 
to deal Both are very calm in tone, very 
careful in the statement of facts, logical in 
construction, and, above all, apply to the 
questions an amount of clear common sense 
quite unusual in the treatment of the con- 
ference. Itis especially gratifying to find 
in a journal of so much authority s0 com- 
plete an understanding of the situation of 
the United States and of what it can and 
can not do. Of course the Economist is not 
blind to the inherent absurdity of the ap- 
pearance of our delegates at Brussels 
gravely proposing general international 
bimetallism to the rest of the world, 
when it was known just as well in 
advance as it is known now that that 
policy was utterly unattainable, and when 
the invitation to the conference was pur- 
posely drawn in terms that would not im- 
ply the acceptance of sucha policy. But 
as it is still open to any one who chooses to 
suggest schemes for extending the use of 
silver in the currencies of the world, the 
Economist turns its attention to the only 
proposition of a definite character so far 
made toward that end—the proposition of 
Mr. pg RoruscuiLp. This it condemns, not 
merely because it would not avail to keep 
up the price of silver, or advance it, but 
because it is entirely impossible for the 
United States to adopt it with the con- 
dition attached. 

The Economist understands, what does 
not seem to be at all plain to some of our 





own representatives in this curious confer- 
ence, that the real difficulty with which 
the United States has to contend, and to 
contend under constantly greater difficul- 
ties, is the tendency toward a silver basis. 





of gold would have the opposite effect on 
gold.

HUDSON RIVER 
SCHEME. 

The city authorities are preparing to 
make a vigorous protest against the bill 
pending in the United States Senate which 
proposes to give the authority of the Na- 
tional Government for the construction of 
the bridge across the Hudson River pro- 
jected by the New-York and New-Jersey 
Bridge Company. They are somewhat late 
in showing their opposition to this scheme, 
which had its inception in the Legislature 
of this State in 1890. An energetic protest 
and well-directed opposition at that time 
might have defeated it at the start, but the 
bill by which the company’s extraordinary 
charter was granted was hardly opposed 
at all except by the newspapers, which did 
not fail to expose its true character. The 
bill was fathered by an obscure Assembly- 
man from Orange County and pushed by 
a lobby headed by ‘‘ CHar.re ” Swan, who 
figures now asthe company’s Secretary. It 
was a purely speculative scheme without 
any known financial backing, and the 
charter was one that gave the widest op- 
portunity for trafficking with railroad 
corporations which might presumably de- 
sire to obtain the facilities to be afforded 
by connections across the river. 

The bridge company was allowed to con- 
solidate with other corporations, or its 
stock might be held by them; or it could be 
leased to the railroad corporations, which 
were also allowed to loan their credit to it 
or guarantee its bonds. It was permitted 
to construct approaches and make connec- 
tions with all railroads desiring to use the 
bridge, and under this authority it was 
practically unrestricted as to location and 
as tothe extent of these connections. A 
commission was provided for to locate the 
bridge and its approaches and connections, 
three of its five members being named in 
the act and the other two appointed re- 
spectively by the Governorof the State and 
the Mayor of thecity. Beyond this no re- 
striction or supervision on behalf of the city 
was provided for. The authorities made 
no real effort to defeat the charter or 
to have it modified in the interest of 
the public. The location was made 
at Seventieth Street, just below Riv- 
erside Park, with one ‘‘approach” or ‘‘ con- 
nection” running for miles up the river 
directly in front of the park, and still the 
city authorities made no move to check 
the scheme. The bill to give national au- 
thority to the undertaking was before Con- 
gress during the last long session, and only 
a perfunctory opposition was made when 
Senator HiLz appeared as its champion be- 
fore the Senate committee. 

ltistrue that this project was never 
favored by the city authorities and that 
they have always mildly protested against 
it, but there has never been any energetic 
opposition until now. As it received its 
chief support in the Legislature from 
politicians who did not represent the city, 
or have any direct interest in its affairs, so 
in Congress it has found its chief pro- 
moters among the Representatives of dis- 
tant States, with the exception of Senator 
Hit, who seems to have had a friendly 
concern for it ever since its first appear- 
ance at Albany. The bridge company is 
still a mere speculative concern.

Though the bridge would cost some- 
thing like $50,000,000, the capital stock 
was to be only $10,000,000, and it was 
necessary to have only $300,000 subscribed

this only 10 per cent. was required to 
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involved is but $80,000, and there is no 
evidence of any more that is ready to enter 
upon the work of building the bridge. All 
that has been accomplished is the securing 
of the New-York and New-Jersey charters, 
the organization of the company, and the 
location of the bridge and its approaches 
and connections. It is still a scheme on 
paper, awaiting the authority of the United 
States to span the navigable waters of the 
Hudson River before beginning the process 
of speculative venture with the railroad 
companies, though the charter declares 
that “said bridge shall be commenced on 
or before Jan. 1, 1892, and completed and 
opened for use on or before Jan. 1, 1897.” 

Nobody disputes the desirability of hav- 
ing a bridge constructed across the Hudson 
River, but this Greene-Swan scheme has 
been a political and speculative job from 
the beginning, and ought not to receive 
the sanction of the United States Govern- 
ment. There is a meritorious project for 
bridging the river, which has already re- 
ceived that sanction, known as the Linden- 
thal plan. This is the work of acompetent 
engineer, and has in view solely the benefit 
of commerce and the service of the public 
interests. The two projects cannot both be 
carried out, and to sanction both would be 
to produce an antagonism which might 
defeat the whole object. But, apart from 
this danger, there is nothing in the his- 
tory or character of the Greene-Swan 
scheme that makes it worthy of counte- 
nance, 





THE SILVER INDUSTRY. 

The downward course of the market price 
of silver is shown incidentally by certain 
statistics in the report of the Controller of 
the Currency, Under the act of 1878 the 
Government paid $308,199,262 for silver 
bullion, and coined this silver into dollar 
pieces. At the marketprice a month and 
a half ago, when these statistics were pre- 
pared, the Government could have sold 
this silver for not more than $250,493,936. 
If the transaction be regarded as an in- 
vestment in silver, here is a loss of more 
than $57,000,000. Again, under the act of 
1890, the Government has already paid 
$116,611,233 for silver bullion, the market 
value of which is now only $102,648,944, 
Here is disclosed a loss of $14,134,646. 

The main cause of the steady decline of 
the price of silver has been the increase of 
the product. Itis reported that mines in 
Colorado have recently been closed be- 
cause of the low price of the metal. But it 
is well known that the product of other 
mines in that State is constantly increas- 
ing because of the enormous profits gained 
by the owners even at the present price of 
silver bullion. There was published on the 
11th a dispatch from Denver saying that 
the agent of the owners of certain mines at 
Creede had succeeded in selling those prop- 
erties to a company in the East for $8,000,- 
000. In spite of the falling price of the 
metal, there is a good market for mines in 
which great quantities of silver can be pro- 
duced at a cost of 25 cents an ounce, 

That has been the average cost of pro- 
duction in the three most prominent mines 
of Creede. The profits of one of these 
mines last year were $1,000,000 upon an 
investment of $200,000, and at last ac- 
counts it was paying dividends at the rate 
of $150,000 per month. There are two of 
these mines which can produce 8,000,000 
ounces perannum. The Mollie Gibson, at 
Aspen, is another mine of this kind. In 
October last it was producing the metal at 
the rate of 2,500,000 ounces per annum, 
and the current cost of production was re- 
ported to be less than 14 cents per ounce. 
In March last it increased its monthly divi- 
dend to $150,000. The Granite Mountain 
Mine in Montana paid $2,400,000 in divi- 
dends in 1890 and $1,400,000 in 1891. 
These are a few of the very profitable 
mines from which silver will be taken in 
large quantities for some time to come, 
evenif the market price shall continue to 
fall. That price is now about 83 cents per 
ounce. A reduction to 70 cents would not 
close mines in which the cost of production 
does not exceed 25 cents. 

The owners of these very profitable mines 
join the owners of other silver mines in de- 
manding legislation that shall keep up the 
price, and they are more influential than 
those in whose mines the cost of production 
is high, because they have more money to 
spend for ‘the cause.” It is well known 
that the movement for the free coinage of 
silver was promoted by an organization 
supported by persons connected with the 
Granite Mountain and two or three other 
mines of the same class. But for some time 
to come there will be very little national 
legislation designed to increase the profits 
of persons engaged in a certain industry at 
the expense of the other inhabitants of the 
United States. There is no law to prevent 
the owners of the Mollie Gibson and Last 
Chance Mines from dividing their enor- 
mous profits with the less fortunate owners 
of those other mines in Colorado in which 
the cost of production is greater. 











WIGGER VS. CORRIGAN. 

The trial of the Rey, PATRICK CORRIGAN, 
which began yesterday, is likely to have 
very interesting and momentous results, 
It is the first occasion on which issue has 
been fairly joined between those ecclesias- 
tics who favor and those who obstruct the 
Americanizing of the Roman Catholic 
Church. It ought, however, to be very 
clearly understood that the consequences 
of the trial, immediate and remote, will be 
very much more important to the Church 
than to the United States of America. The 
American and Americanizing spirit which 
has made this Union what it is is not to be 
controlled or stayed by any agency what- 
soever. Any institution that gets in its 
way is very sure to be overcome, and any 
man who puts himself in its way simply 
shows that he does not understand either 
the spirit of the country or the spirit of 
the age. 

That cannot fairly besaid of all the priests 
nor of all the prelates of the Roman Catho- 
lic Church. There are many of them who 
are highly enlightened men of the world 
as well as zealous churchmen, and there 
men understand theoverwhelming strength 
of the sentiment which some rash and igno- 
rant priests and prelates are prepared to 
defy. They even sympathize with this 


is to say, 

But it is manifest that there are many 
priests and prelates who behave as if they 
were living ina backward European coun- 
try of the sixteenth century. It seems 
even to be clear that Bishop Wicexr of 
Newark is one of these. It was in his dio- 
cese, and without any opposition on his 
part, that the extraordinary conference 
was held some months since, the proceed- 
ings of which affected ordinary Americans 
much as would the appearance in a living 
and an active state of strange animals that 
had not been met with before out- 
side of palwontological museums. This 
was a conference of German Catholic 
priests, who were violently opposed to the 
modernization and especially to the Amer- 
icanization of anything, and particularly 
of the Church, and whom we accordingly 
took occasion to describe as public ene- 
mies, though they were much too fantastic 
and ridiculous to be regarded as serious or 
formidable public enemies. To show the 
spirit of this conference it will suffice to 
recall that its members gloried in avowing 
themselves Cahenslyites; that is to say, as 
adherents of the doctrine put forward in 
a pamphlet of which the fundamental po- 
sition was that “the most fatal of all 
errors” a Bishop could commit was that 
involved in ‘encouraging an Americaniza- 
tion of Germans.” 

Bishop WiGGER has never laid himself 
open to this charge, and his procedures, 
with the procedures of this conference, ex- 
hausted the stock of patience, which does 
not seem to have been originally great, of 
an impetuous Irish-American priest of his 
diocese, who thereupon proceeded to com- 
ment with freedom and in public prints 
upon the faction in the Church to which he 
assumed his Bishop to belong, and with 
more or less of personality upon the Bishop 
himself. The Bishop has therefore cited 
him to appear before the Bishop’s appointee 
and representative to answer the charge of 
slandering the Bishop in particular and the 
German Catholics of America in general. 
Among the specifications of the charge are 
that he “falsely and maliciously” ac- 
cused the German Catholics represent- 
ed by the congress “of being ani- 
mated by an anti-Catholic and anti- 
American spirit.” We do not know 
about anti-Catholic, but that the spirit of 
the conference was anti-American was 
manifest in all its procedures, and to the 
secular mind the accusation seems more 
amenable to the charge of being an an- 
nouncement of truisms than of being 
“false and malicious.” In fact, the in- 
dictment, which is rather loosely and 
rhetorically drawn, merely accuses Father 
CORRIGAN of expressing, also in a rather 
loose and rhetorical way, what must be the 
opinion of every person not himself a Ger- 
man Catholic upon the procedures of the 
German Catholic Congress. 

That the case of the cited priest has been 
prejudged, and that ho is to be condemned, 
is doubtless as clear to him as to anybody 
else. But his condemnation, in the man- 
ner in which it seems likely to be secured, 
will not carry any of the weight of a judi- 
cial proceeding, but will add to the general 
conviction that what he said, instead of 
being “false and malicious,” was true and 
useful. As Bishop WIGGER is himself in- 
cluded in the accusations, as a Bishop is 
also a man, and as he must, therefore, 
have some personal as well as offi- 
cial sensibility on the subject, it be- 
hooved him to behave as judicially 
as possible if he desired that the 
sentence of his Vicar General should 
carry any weight. But his procedures 
have been marked by the same ignorant 
insensibility to American public opinion as 
marked the procedures of the German 
Catholic Conference, He cited the de- 
fendant to appear for trial, after a notice 
of only sixteen days, before a Judge of the 
Bishop’s own selection, and overruled the 
defendant’s motions and suggestions, in. 
cluding the unexceptionable suggestion of 
appointing the Papal ablegate to hear the 
charges. 

A conviction thus obtained can be of no 
value either without or within the 
Church. This is not a case of priestly in- 
subordination, like that of Dr. MCGLYNN, 
in which both religious and secular opinion 
was strongly expressed on the side of au- 
thority. It is the opposition of two theories 
and policies within the Church itself in 
which it is likely that the side espoused by 
Mr. CoRRIGAN has as many adherents, 
clerical and lay, as the side espoused by 
Bishop WiGGER. It is possible that Mr. 
CORRIGAN may have been impetuous 
to the point of indiscretion in the 
manner of his advocacy, but that he 
had a right to advocate his:side is a propo- 
sition in which he will find priests and 
Bishops and Archbishops, if not Cardinals, 
toagree with him. To take a “ snap judg- 
ment” in such a case is the most injudicious 
thing that a Bishop could do. For sucha 
judgment against the doctrine advocated 
by Father CorriGaNn would be equivalent 
to a declaration that a man who tries to 
combine the duties of a Catholic priest 
with the duties of an American citizen 
must run the risk of being unfrocked or of 


deserving to be disfranchised.

BUT MRS. POTTER HAS ACQUIRED 
AN EASY STAGE MANNER. 


THE ZOLA PLAY IS A DULL AND TEDI- 
OUS VERSION OF A HORRIBLE TALE 
THAT DOES NOT SUIT THE STAGE— 
THE UNION SQUARE THEATRE WAS 
CROWDED TO THE DOORS, HOWEVER. 


Zola is not a dramatist. His “realism” al- 
ways seems unreal behind the footlights. The 
story of Therese Raquin is simply told and im- 
presses the sensitive reader as a powerful 
thing. Therese is an orphan whose vulgar old 
aunt, a shopkeeper, gives her food and lodging, 
and compels her to be the nurse of her invalid 
cousin, ® chattering epileptic; to prepare his 
linseed tea and make him as comfortable as pos- 
sible when he has his bad spells. When she is 
old enough she becomes Camille's wife—the last 
thing in the world the poor fellow needs. 

Young Laurent, a clerk with a taste for paint- 
ing, falls in with this queer family. Mother and 
son like him because he is lively and agroeable. 
Therese pretends to hate him, and speaks only 
monosyllables when he is visiting the family 
and painting a likeness of Camille. But they 
have their secret meetings, in which they ex- 
change vows of love, and fret because they 
cannot marry. One day they go with 
Camille on a river excursion and return without 
him. His drowning is believed to be accidental. 
But Therese and Laurent are already tortured 
by remorse. Old Mme. Raquin and her friends 
bring about the realization of their desires, 
after the period of mourning is over. They are 
married so they oan dwell with the old woman 
and help her with her business, 

On their wedding night they have such a 
spell of remorse and mutual upbraiding that 
their loud talking brings Mme. Raquin to their 
room,and she hears Laurent declare that Camille 
was murdered. In herhorror and anger she is 
stricken by paralysis, and thereafter she lives 
with Therese and Laurent, sitting at their table 
and by the fireside, propped upin a chair, fol- 
lowing their movements with her restless eyes, 
speechless, but alert of intellect, her presence 


goading them to madness and finally to suicide. 

Much ofthe power in this disappears on the 
stage. The play is barren of humor—the poor 
attempt made to supply it counting for noth- 
~ lacks variety and all cumulative 
effect. Therese 


and Laurent, when they 
are together, are always in the _ fever- 
heat of passion, but their talk is 
not interesting, and in the supposedly 


greatscene of the wedding night, (which, by 
the way,is not nearly so“risque” as astute 
“advance agents” have pretended to think,) 


the lack of the real dramatic force 
and meaning is painfully apparent. This 
situation is akin to that imagined 


by Browning and executed with wonder- 
fyl force and simplicity in the second episode 
of “Pippa Passes,” when Ottima and Sebald 
are glone in the seedbouse after the cruel mur- 
der of the old mill owner. 

Therese is a dry personaze, without indiviau- 
ality, sentiment, or any appreciable depth of 
character, and Mra. Potter, who is as comely 
as ever and as slender, whose head sits as 
gracefully on her neck, whose smile is as at- 
tractive and vague as ever, and whose wealth of 
golden-brown hair still tumbles recklessly but 
not unpleasingly to her shoulders whenever 
she moves, is not the kind of an actress to lend 
to a character any quality or force that it does 
not intrinsically possess, except those related 
to personal beauty. She moves more easily on 
the stage than she used to,and takes her sta- 
tions with less of the self-consciousness of the 
amateur. 

There is no lighter side to the character of 
Therese. She is never happy, she never laughs. 
Mre. Potter looks well in repose and says 
“yes” and “no” with excellent  facil- 
ity. When she is not so employed she 
is raving or raging, telling Laurent she 
loves him, orshe hates him; seeing the face of 
dead Camille in the gloom, or leaning over the 
soup to repeat again and again to her tortured 
husband in a monotonous voice: “ You killed 
Camilie. Camille was a good man!” 

Mrs. Potter’s voice has settled into a mono- 
tone. Its quality is pleasing, but the lack of 
variety soon becomes wearisome, Long as- 
sociation with Mr. Kyrie hbellew, never a 
good model for a student of acting, 
has given her a sort of a astyle— 
butitis nota good style. She speaks as he 
speaks, and her acting is as explosive and re- 
dundant as his. In describing her performance 
of Therese, we have described his Laurent. 

The minor parts are played zealously but with 
that exasperating lack of knowledge of light 
aud shade and stage perspective common with 
traveling companies. Ida Vernon, as the old 
woman, is an effective figure in the para- 
lytic’s chair,@/but when she yells, the 
horse that bears Washington out on Union 
Square nearly throws his rider in his fright. 
Miss Vernon always did need a stage manager 
all to herself. The epileptic is a robust person 
of seemingly great muscular development and 
in the enjoyment of exoelient health except as 
to his eyes, which are red but not with weeping. 


The Union Square Theatre was crowded to 
the doors last night and Mrs. Potter was 
welcom back to town with great cordiality. 


The play, however, was not respeotfully re- 
ceived. Yet it may draw the curious. As 
Tennyson remarked, ‘‘ A lie that is wholly a lie 
may be met with and fought ouright, but an 
‘advance agent's” lic is crafty and a harder 
matter to fight.” 

&till “Therese ” is not indecent—merely dull. 
Mra. Potter, however, is a very handsome 
woman, if Therese does wear her garments in a 
queer way, unlike other folks.

MR. WILLARD’S ENGAGEMENT. 

Mr. Willard appeared in a new character at 
the Star Theatre last night, when Sydney Grun- 
dy’s three-act play called “ A Fool’s Paradise” 
was performed for the first timein this city 
under that title As ‘ The Mousetrap,” this 
piece was presented at Wallack’s Theatre 
Oct. 11, 1887, when Charles Groves, E. D. 
Ward, Osmond Tearle, Rose Coghlan, and 
Mra. Abbey played parts that were taken last 
night by Mr. Willard, Royce Carleton, Louis 
Maseen, Marie Burroughs, and Maxine Elliott. 
It is said that the piece has since been rewritten, 
but the changes are surely not radical, and 
probably could only be detected by a careful 
comparison of the manuscript of the original 
version with Mr. Willard’s prompt book, which, 
we take it, is identical with that lately used at 
the Court Theatre, London, where “A Fool's 
Paradise” was successfully produced Jan. 2, 
1892. 

In point of literary finish this is one of the 
best of Mr. Grundy’s plays, and what seemed to 
be its principal fault five years ago, an imper- 
fect balance between the elements of which it 
is composed—the love story of Kate Derwent 
and Lord Normantower seeming then to over 
shadow in interest the doings of the char 
acters deserving the first place, Beatrice Sel- 
wyn and her husband—is not so noticeable, now 
that the role of Sir Peter Lund, the intermediary 
personage, the deus ex machina, is in the hands 
of a strong and magnetic actor. 

Sir Peter is a physican of high repute, out- 
wardly a stern, crusty old fellow, but really 
warm-hearted, quick-witted, and even a bit 
sentimental. The character is remarkably well 
developed, and is the central figure iu two or 
three scenes of excellent dramatic value. Mr, 
Willard’s portrayal is remarkably facile and 
richly suggestive, the identity of the actor 
being as nearly submerged in the réle as could 
be desired. Every gesture and attitude seems 
to belong to this one personage, who Is as little 
like the potter of ‘The Middleman” as the 
preacher of “Judah.” It was heartily enjoyed 
last evening py an audience that completely 
filled the theatrs and followed the performance 
with close interest. 

The plot of * A Fool’s Paradise” is somewhat 
intricate, butis clearly set forth, and the text 
isaptiy and gracefully written. The sceue in 
which Sir Peter reveals to Kate Derwent the 
secret of her birth, and that in which he entraps 
Beatrice Selwyn, the poisoner, are both exceed- 
ingly clever. 

Beatrice, a woman of shady origin, married to 
Philip Selwyn, who loves her devotedly, has 
fallen in love with Lord Normantower, and 
seeks to rid herself of her husband by poison. 
Normantower, however, is in love with Kate 
Derwent, the trained nurse from Guy’s Hos- 
pital, who has become Mrs. Selwyn’s compan- 
jon, and this Kate is Philip Selwyn’s half sister 
and the rightful heir to the estate he holds. 

Miss Burroughs as Kate Derwent had a con- 
genial part, the sentiment of which ltes easily 
within her range, and Miss Elliott, a young and 
somewhat inexperienced actress of striking 

resence, bore the trying and unsatisfactory 
réle of the poleoner with disoretion. if not with 
power.

Success and failuro never had a more desper 
ate and uncertain struggle than they had last 
night at the Broadway Theatre. Through the 
three long acts of “The Prodigal Father,” 
which its author, Mr. Glen MacDonough, calls a

8 is to be regretted. “The Prodigal 
Father” is better than many cuneed that have 
been received with vastly more enthusiasm. 
In the first place, it aims to be—and succeeds In 
being—something more than an excuse for 
specialties. its humor depends on situation, 
not ou wit of the paragraphio kind; its story is 
distinctly funny, frequently ingenious, and 
fully credible enough to meet all the demands 
of farce. The trouble with it was partly one of 
tempo and partly one of constriction. Here 
and there in each act the audience were far 
in advance of the sctors and knew 
exactly what the latter would have to do before 
they caughtup. When that happens in a thea- 
tre people look toward the door and wonder if 
it is worth while staying any longer. They have 
a similar feeling, too, when actors begin te re- 
hearse their memoirs, telling of past adventures 
and doings oft the stage. There is considerable 
of thisin “ The Prodigal Father,” and any of it 
is too much. 

Here are explanations enough of the long and 
frequent periods during which the audience 
were not amused. At other times they had a 
very good time indeed. Mr. Denham made an 
old man in whom one could easily enough be- 
lieve, and the retired ‘“‘wing dancer” of Miss 
Ford was an admirable piece of acting. A child 
named Irene Franklin won everybody’s heart— 
the rarest of achievements for stage children— 
aud Mr. Boniface, who my the first half of 
his role, repented after that, and deserved the 
laughter he excited. 

At the end of the second act the author was 
called twice before the curtain, but said noth- 
ing, though some misguided people wanted him 
todoso,. There was nothing for him to say, un- 
less, indeed, he had chosen to make a few re- 


marks about a certain talented Frenchman who 
wrote “La Rol Coco,” but even that 
would have been unnecessary. “The Prodi- 


gai Father” is original as gueh things go. 
If it were not yey & year old, one would 
tempted to say that itmight be easily made into 
something valuable; even now the temptation 
to say so exists.

A LIVELY MEETING OF THE PHILADELS®) 
PHIA CLUB LAST NIGHT. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 12.—At the annual meet- 
ing of the Union League to-night John Russell 
Young was elected President. The much-talked- 
of question of disciplining the leaguers who 
voted for and aided the candidacy of President- 
elect Cleveland was brought up early in the 
meeting by C. Eugene Claghorn, who offered a 
resolution looking to that end. “ War and 
seemingly implacable hatred” was rampant 
immediately, and for a time things looked much 
bluer than could be attributed to the volumes 
of tobacco smoke which filled the room. 

Mr. Claghorn wanted the subject taken up by 
the Board of Directors, but it was argued by 
a dozen of the members at once that such a reso- 
lution aimed to deal with that which is im- 
possible. The constitution of the leagne, accord. 


ing to some, contains no reference to the word 
“Republican,” and it would be ridiculous 
to discipline a man for doing that which is not 
prohibited. It was held that every member has 
a right todo ashe pleases on election day, and 
each has the same freedom. The nawes of those 
who were to be subjected to punishment for 
their evil deeds were not mentioned. 

Gen. Louis Wagner moved that the incoming 
President be directed to appoint a committee 
to act on Mr. Claghorn’s resolution. The vote 
of the members was overwhelmingly in 
favor of the General’s plan. 

This was far from ending the exciting meet- 
ing, for there was another —— whioh so 
worked up the feelings of the leaguers that hats 
flew into the air, round after round of cheers 
was given, and hisses were freely commingled 
with the other demonstrations. 

The excitement was all caused by a motion 

made by A. K. MoClure to invite President Ham 
rison to a banquet to be given at any time con- 
venient to him. The motion was put to a 
vote, and there were so many cries in the 
aflirmative that it looked as though it were car- 
ried, But negative came out strong, and had 
the result been announced the President would 
never have received the invitation. 
But Gen. Wagner was on his feet again, loudly 
calling for recognition. He was seen just in 
time, and he began a very heated speech by 
announcing that he had ‘“‘something to say.” 

“Mr. President,’ he said, ‘we cannot afford 
to defeat that motion. coming from where it 
does. Mr. McClure is one of the men who were 
largely instrumental in bringing about the elec- 
tion of Mr. Cleveland an the defeat 
of President Harrison. It was offered 
for the purpose of having it defeated on

\ BILL TO ENABLE NATIONAL BANKS 
TO INOREASE TASIR CIRCULATION: 
AND aLsO TO STOP SILVER PUR- 
OCHASES—THE CONGRESSMAN E&X- 
PLAINS THE MERITS OF HIS MEASURE. 


‘Wasnrroroy, Deo. 12.—A comprehensive bill 
to enable national banks to increase their cir- 
sulation and to suspend further purchases of 
tilver was introduced in the House to-day by 
Representative Andrew (Dem., Mass.) 

The bill contains three sections relating to the 
national banks and one relating to the silver 
law. The banking sections are intended to carry 
out the recommendations mado by the Con- 
troller of the Currency that banks be allowed 
to increase their volume of circulating notes to 
the par value of the bonds deposited as security ; 
that the minimum bond dedosit be reduced to 
$5,000 in ease of banks whose capital exceeds 
$50,000 and to $1,000 where the capital is 
smaller, and that the duty of one-half of 1 per 
pent. each half year levied upon national bank 
ciroulation be repealed. 

The section relating to the ellver law simply 
provides “that so much of Chapter 708 of the 
acts of the first session of the Fifty-first Con- 
gress, approved July 14, 1890, as authorizes 
the purchase of silver bullion by the Secretary 
of the Treasury, and the issue of additional 
treasury notes therefor, is hereby repealed.” 

The bill, when introduced to-day, was referred 
tothe Committee on Banking and Currenoy, 
which already has several measures before it 
changing the banking laws. 

Mr. Andrew says, in explanation of the pur- 

of his bill: 

“My bill is intended, so far as the banking 

noyeises g°o, simply to relievethe national 
4 from some of the émbarrassments they 
now suffer, and which are resulting in more or 
less contraction of the ourrency. The expan- 
sion of the volume of cireulating notes to the 
par yalue of the bonds deposited was recom- 
mended by Controller Trenholme, under the 
Administration of Mr. Cleveland, and has, I be- 
lieve, been recommended by each Controller of 
the Currency since thattime, All the banking 

rovisions of the bill have a direct tendency to 

norease the monetary circulation of the coun- 
try, butit would be a circulation based upon 
honest values, and not upon overvalued aeilver, 
as is the case with a large portion of the Treas- 
ury notes issued under the act of 1890. 

“I propose the immediate suspension of fur- 
ther purchases of silver under that act. This 
will not call in any of the $120,000,000 which 
have been issued under that act, but the sus- 

sion of further issues will restore confidence 

n the ability of the Treasury to meet its obliga- 
tions in gold, and will stop, in a measure, the 
dangerous drain of gold from the Treasury. The 
bill simply substitutes an honest currency for a 
dishonest one, enabling the banks to increase 
their circulation to a considerable amount, 
while forbidding the Treasurer further to dilute 
the currency of the country with silver notes. 

“The two subjects belong together, as the en- 
actment of either proposition alone might ex- 
pand or contract tue currency too much. This 
is the reason that | have put them together, 80 
thatthe bill might go to the Cemmittee on 
Banking and Currency. The suspension of sil- 
ver purchases alone was provided for in a bill 
which I introduced ou (ue first bill day at the 
beginning of the present Congress. That bill 
went to the Committee on Coinage, but has 
never been reported. The committee contains 
p0 many advocates of unlimited silver coinage 
that it bas proved a morgue for conservative 
meacures, and evidently little is to be expected 
from the majority of its membera. The Com- 
mittee on Banking, I think, has shown a more 
conservative disposition, and I hope will be 
disposed to report the bill which I have just 
introduced.”

NEW MEASURES INTRODUCED. 

Secretary Elkins has transmitted to the House 
the draft of a bill to fix the rank of oflicors of 
the army retiring after long and faithful service. 
It provides that all officers of the army below 
the grade of Major General who shall have 
served in the late war and who shall have ren- 
dered thirty years or more of faithful service 


shall, upon their own application, be retired 
from active service and placed upon the un- 
limited retired list, with one additional grade 
above the actual rank held by them at the date 
of the passage of the act. The y wey tor 
retirement must be made within three years. 

The bill was forwarded by Col. Heyl, Inspector 
General, United States Army, who commended 
it. In submitting the draft of the bill the Major 
Genera] commanding the army says he is not 
prepared to recommend it, as it might result in 
some cases in great inequality of promotion. 
For instance, he says, an officer who has just 
been promoted from Lieutenant Colonel te 
Colonel might immediately retire with the rank 
of Brigadier General, while another Colone! 
who had served in that grade many years could 
receive no higher reward than the former. 

A bill Baving for its objeot the encourage- 
ment of the construction of electfic railroads, 
to facilitate the transportation of the mails, <c., 
made its appearance in the Senate and in the 
House to-day. It was introduced in the Fen- 
ate by Mr. Vest, (Dem., Mo.,) and in the House 
by Representative Forman, (Dem., IilL,) and 
provides in detail as follows: 

“The Chicago and St. Louis Electric Railroad Com- 
pany (already organized) and any other electric rail- 

company hereatter organized under the laws of 
the United States or any State or Territory thereofl, 
which may construct and put in operation an elec- 
tric railroad, 100 miles or more in ay ten within 
two years, shall be authorized to import free of duty, 
to be used in the construction and operation of the 
roads, such electrical machinery, iron or steel rails, 
engines, locomotives, oars, and other appliances 
adapted to the use of electric roads, necessary or ap- 
propriate for the purpose. ; 

“'U pon thejapplication of the Chicago and St. Louis 
Electric Road the Postmaster General is authorized 
to contract with the company for carrying the mails 
at existing rates for ten years between Chicago and 
St. Louis, upon condition that they shall be trans- 

tted at not less than 100 miles per hour. The 
com y ia to obligate iteelf to furnish to farmers 
and others along the line of the road, whenever re- 
quested to do so, electrical power for agricultural 
purposes and electricity for light and motive power 
at reasonable rates. The road shall at all times trans- 

rt troops and munitions of war, supplies, and pub- 
io stores whenever required to do so by the Govern- 
ment, which sball have preference in the use for the 
purposes aforesaid.” 

Representative Durborow (Dem., IIiL,) intro- 
duced in the House a modified form of the reso- 
Jution heretofore introduced by him for the 
opening of the World’s Fair on Sunday. It pro- 
vides that ali machinery, merchandising, and 
unnecessary labor shall be stopped within the 
grounds on Sunday. No ompiove is to be re- 
quired to work more than six days in the week. 

Representative Scott (Dem., IiL,) to-day in- 
troduced in the House a bill providing that 

ereaftor the tax on distilled spirits be fixed at 
1.25 per gallon. The present tax is 90 cents.

MUCH PROPERTY IN DANGER. 





FIRE IN A BUILDING CONTAIN- 
ING VALUABLE STOCKS. 


A fire which, leng after the engines were in 
full operation, appeared destined to sweep 
away stock and property worth $1,500,000 at 
561 and 563 Broadway, was announced a little 
after 6 P. M. yesterday by an automatic signal. 
The men of Engine Company No. 20 found the 
north side of the third floor, occupied by the 
Holland Manufacturing Company of Williman- 
tio, Conn., manufacturers of spool silk, all 


ablaze. Eleven minutes later three regular 
alarms, summoning thirteen more engines, a 
water tower, aud other apparatus, had been 
atruck, and it then appeared impossibie to save 
the building. 

The tiremen were, however, able, because of 
ample balconies and cornices and a very wide 
staircase, to get on thejfloor where the tire was 
raging, and above it, and after ten minutes of 
exciting uncertainty the fames were so hemmed 
in that they did not go beyond the fourth floor 
or below the second floor, A quarterof an hour 
later all danger was over. 

Although the area swept by-the fire was 
sinall, the damage done by smoke, water, and 
the flames was great. The Holland Company’s 
loss, On a conservative estimate, was $40,000, 
and it was due mainly to fire. Gottheld & Oo., 
straw goods and hat frames, who are also 
agents for T. L. Barber & Co. of Framingham, 
Masa., ocoupied the second, fourth, and fifth 
floors, and they lost at least $25,000. The loss 
of Blumenkrohn & Hirsch, dress trimmings, was 
put at $10,000, Steiner, Kabn & Co., dealers in 
costly fans and fancy goods, had a holiday stock 
of goods exposed on the ground floor, and al- 
though extra covers were telegraphed for the 
Fire Insurance Patrol could not protect the 
delicate articles in time to prevent a wetting, 
which it was thought would result in a depre- 
ciation of at least 10 per cent. on a quarter of a 
million of dollars, or $26,000. The building, a 
five-story, iron-fronted structure, owned b 
Henry Wild ot 202 Broadway, can be.repair 
for $2,500. , 

While the fire was burning flames burst out 
on the second floor of Luther W. Westbrook’s 
stable, 13 Morton Street, and as nearly all the 
fire apparatus due there was at the Broadway 
tire, a third alarm was etruck, to get engines 
outside the district. A number of horses were 
got out unharmed and were tethered in neigh- 
boring streets. About $1,000 damage was done.

Fanning went 
out and harnessed his horse for a trip to River- 
head. Whileso engaged he was seized with 
agonizing pains and vomiting. He ran to the 
house and found his wife and daughter in the 
same condition. Fanning recovered somewhat 
and drove at once to Dr. Young in Riverhead, 
taking with him the suspected tin of cocoa, 
Analysis showed that it contained plaster or 
paris and paris green. Fanning then geoured a 
warrant for Ryder’s errest and returned to the 
house with a constable.

WHY SOME BREEDERS DECLARE 1T 


IS RUINED, 





MISTAKES IN BREEDING HAVE FLOODED 
THE SALES RINGS WITH HORSES OF 
NO MERIT—WHERE THE FAULT LIES 
AND HOW IT CAN BE REMEDIED—. 
FEATURES OF THE MARKET. 


Within the coming six weeks there will be 
offered for sale at auction marts in different sec- 
tions of the country something like 2,500 horses 
that are known to trotting breeders as ‘‘stand- 
ard bred” animals. Most of these are horses 
that will naturally move at the trotting gait, 
though there are a number of pacers among 
them. The horses, in spite of the fact that they 
are of families that entitle them to be called 
standard, will be of all classes and conditions, 
and probably not 10 per cent. of them will ever 
be able to trot a mile in 2:30, which ia the ar- 
bitrary time fixed to make a light-harness horse 
considered valuable or “‘standard.”” The 90 per 
cent. are of a class of which there is a glutin 
the market. 

A few of the combination or breeders’ gales 
have already been held, and the prices that the 
animals have brought has not been high enough 
to suit the notions of some of the breeders of 
the stock. So there has come up from Ken- 
tucky a cry to the effect that the trotting-horse 
breeding business has gone to the dogs; that it 
is overdone, and that there is no more money in 
breeding the American type of horse. The wail 
has some foundationin fact, but there is yet, 
and there wiil be for some time to come, in all 
probability, a good market for good horses. Be- 
cause there isa glutin the market of horses 
that happen to be bred in trotting lines, but 
that as individuals are absolutely worthless, 
there is no reason for breeders crying out that 
the bottom has fallen out of the market. 

The trouble with the trotting-horse market is 
one for which the owners of the breeding farms 
They have gone into 
the venture without the special knowledge re- 


quired to breed successfully, and have put at 


the head of their*farms horses that should have 
beon gelded while colts and then turned over to 
drivers of grocery wagons or street cars. Some 
of these men are unfortunates who have been 
led into the breeding business by reports they 
have read of the salesof horses at enormous 
prices and who thought they saw in the business 
ashort road to afortune. Weekly journals de- 
voted to the interests of the horse have sprung 
up allover the country, and in the columns of 
these sheeta, which are, with hardly an exception, 
organs for the exploitation of the value of cer- 


tain stallions that are advertised in their 
columns, they have read, and unfortunately 
been lead to believe, that horses that were fit 
only fox the glue factory were sure “sires of 
speed,” and bound to be the founders of great 
racing families. The purchase of a worthless 
sire who was in some remote way related to a 
really meritorious family has been made, and 
he has been mated to anything in the way of a 
brood mare that could be picked up, and the 
produce sept to the auction room for sale with 
a pedigree as long as one’s arms, and nothing 
else in the world to commend the foal. 

It is this sort of truek that these misguided 
breeders expect to sell for thousands of dol- 
lars, just as do the hurses bred by Senator 
Stanford, Mr. Alexander, Mr. Allen, Mr. Back- 
inan, Mr. Rose, or others who have made a life 
study of the breeding problem, and who have 
bred intelligentlyj and in no haphazard man- 
ner. Men who have been led to believe that 
that the wholly fictitions “ standard ’’ that has 
been established was a thing to base the breed- 
ing of horses on, have failed utterly to raise race 
horses, and these are the only kind that will 
bring good money in themarket. A poorly- 
bred trotter is one of the most absoluteciy 
worthless bits of horseflesh on earth, and 
is not worth the oats he will eat. This truck 
is, as a rule, the get of horses whose reputa- 
tion Is gained either by a place in the “ stand- 
ard” list, or by some “tin coup” record that 
either the sire or the dam has made when he or 
she was trotted an “exhibition’’ mile for the 
sole purpose of getting into “the 2:30 list.” 
The mare shou ave been used in breodin 
roadeters or the ordinary farm horse, if indee 
she was worth using at all for breeding, and it 
would have been a good tbking in the oase of 
nine in about every ten stallions if they had 
been vo ga of the power of reproducing 
their kind when they were colts. 

Catalogues of thé sales which are at hand 
show that f two-thirds of the stuff that has 
been thrown ob the market is of this kind, and 
there is no wonder that the horses will not sell 
for enough to pay the expense of raising and 
selling them. A common-bred horse without 
any claims to high-bred and blue-plooded fam- 
ilies would be of more value to the average 
buyer, for the number of men that are looking 
for ape day horses for racing purposes is 
very small. If some sudden epidemic would 
remove from this oy 4 four-fifths of the 
Stallions that the publicis how asked to breed 
from, it would be a direct benefit to the breed- 
ing industry as well as to the man who does 
happen to want a well-bred horse. 

Kentuckians who are loudest in their com- 

laints about the poe market for trotting-bred 

orses are about the worst offenders in this re- 
spect, as a glance through the pages of the sale 
catalogues will show. Horses to sell well must 
come from some family that produces winners 
on the race track, and in races for money, not 
in trials against the watch, trials that usually 
mean absolutely nothing. The value of a stallion 
as a sire is fixed by what his get will earn on 
the turf, and not by a lot of figures that are 
fixed to the name of his sire, his dam, and a lot 
of his cousins by all sorts of removes. 

Given horses whose sires have shown that 
their get will win races, even if the sire has no 
record himself, and there will be no trouble in 
selling them for a good price, and the sales that 
are to come will show ample proof of this, a 
fact that should be self-evident. Stock bred 
from animals that may be standard by a half- 
dozen rules but have no individuality to com- 
mend them and no near relatives that are 
winning races willsell for what a horse witb- 
out a pedigree or a record will bring, and that 
is allthat they are werth. The whole trouble 
with the breeding business is that breeders who 
have no ideas about the individuality of a 
horse, and nothing but the “standard” togo 
by, have been breeding for trotters when they 
should have been trying to get, by crosses 
with coarse and common horses, good animals 
for use on the road or for mercantile uses, for 
both of whiob there is an abundant market. 
There is always a goed margin of profit in the 
breeding of these animals. There is no profit at 
all, and there should be none, in breeding the 
truck that some breeders are sending to the 
market and asking people to buy. The only 
—— that get any profit out of this sort of 
stuff are the auctioneers, and the commissions 
are so emall on these that in most instances 
even their time is wasted. 

If some Kentuckians would breed horses that 
are fit for the road, for the farm, or for general 
purposes, and not try to make a chance fortune 
outof & year’s supply of foolishly and weakly- 
bred stock, they would have no reason to find 
fault with the New-York and Eastern markets. 
The stuff that they are sending to market this 
year has nothing inthe world to commend it, 
s0 far as the catalogues show, except the single 
word “standard,” and buyers know just as well 
as do the breeders that the word means abso- 
lutely nothing in the case of nine-tenths, and 
possibly a larger proportion of the auimals that 
are in the published list of “‘standard horses,” 
and in that list honestly. 

When Kentuckians, and breeders in all 
paris of the country for that matter, make up 
the!r minds to geld nineout of ten colts that are 
foaled, no matter what their ancestry may be, 
they will find that there isagood market for 
the produce of their farms, always provided 
they have at the head of their studs a horse that 
has some proved merit of his own and not a fic- 
titious merit asset down in a book where the 
horses that are standard by any one of a half- 
dozen rules are registered. 

A market for good horses always has and al- 
Ways will exist, but there is no market for the 
bulk of the stulf that is now catalogued in the 
books that have been sent all about the country 
by the vendors. The sales soon to begin should 
be an object lesson to horsemen, and the jour- 
nals devoted to their interest should point out 
these lessons instead of giving their unfortu- 
nate readers platitudes about the abilities of this 
and that horse whose owner happens to have an 
advertisement of his horse in their columns. 
If this is done, and the breeder goes to work at 
his business intelligently, he will have no 
trouble in disposing’ of hig stock. He won't 
have to look fora market either. The market 
will be close at hand, and the buyer will find the 
breeder living in it.

A STRANGE RACE HORSE. 








A FAST HORSE THAT TROTS AND PACES 
IN ALTERNATE YEARS. 


Lovers of the light-harness horse will watoh with 
much interest during the coming season the opera- 
tions of James B. Green of Wilmington, Del., and his 
horse Saladin. The horse is a peculiar animal, in 
that he is what is called a mixed-gaited horse. He 
is known to bea very fast one, his. owner claiming 
that he has shown in his work at the pacing gait 
speed that, if he could carry it tor a mile, would 
give him a record of 1:58. The horse now has a 


record of 2:11, and that was made in a heatina 
race in which he paced the two first quarters steadily 
enough ip 0:31 and 0:31% respectively, breaking so 
badly in the next quarter that he had to be pulled 
almost to a standstill, 

Saladin is one of alot bred by L. J. Rose of Cali- 
fornia, and was solid at auction in this city for $550 
in 1887. The Spring following his purchase the colt 
was put into training, and as a two-year-old he trot- 
teda mile over the Belmont Park track in Philadel- 
phiain 2:40. The following year he began to show 
evidences of a desire to pace, and his trainer was 
not able to do anything with him, as he did not want 
to encourage the pacing habit. Bat in the following 
season he was shod and allowed to goat the pacing 
gaitand went a mile in 2:204%, which was his five. 
year-oldrecord. During the past season he lowered 
that record 8% seconda, to the mark he now has. 

Now the horse is making his owner more trouble, 
for after having been allowed to indulge himself as 
a pacer he has suddenly been taken with a desire to 
~ pry that gait for the trot, and toward the end 
of the season it was almost impossible to make him 
move steadily at the lateral gait. He showed pretty 
conolusively, too, that he could trot about as fast as 
he could pace, and Mr. Green isin a quandry as to 
what to do with the animal. 

Whether he is @ born trotter or a born pacer no 
one oan tell, and what sort of a notion he may take 
into his head for next year is a matter that is bother- 
ing all who have todo with the animal Mr. Green 
is inclined to the belief that he will be able to make 
him pace again, and he will have him shod and 
trained with that end in view in the Spring, as he 
believes that if he will take kindly to the work ho 
will be able to make a new pacing record. 

If Saladin should make anew pacing record, era 
very low one, Mr. Green will then have him handied 
in 1894 for a trotting record, and he feels sure that 
he will get a very fast record at this etyle of going. 
Horsemen will watch the development of this er- 
ratic bit of horseflesh with much interest. One of 
the members of the National Board, who was at the 
Murray Hili Hotel during the past week, when 
speaking of the horse, said: fi 

“T suppose that when Green gives Saladin a record 
as botha pacer and trotter, he will get to work at 
him totry and lower the record of Salvator asa 
galloper. Saladin isa mystery, andI wonldn’t be a 
bit surprised if he could run fast enough to beat all 
the racers at Guttenberg and Gloucester now.”

Hall was presentin the office 
when Fitzeimmons appeared, heir backers and 
representatives shook hands warmly, but the two 
ters never exchanged a word. After the arti- 
cles of agreement were read, it was suggested that it 
was in order to decide on the division of the forty- 
thousand-dollar purse offered by the club. 

“ Anything suits me,” said Fitzsimmons, glaring 

athisopponent. “I'll fight on any terms—winner 
take all, if you please.” 
“Well, I'm not very particular myself,” was Hall's 
response. ‘As for my part, I'd fight fer the whole 
urse and an outside betif I had the money, but, as 
am not overburdened with wealth, I would sug- 
gest that the loser receives $2,500 and the winnie 
$37,500. This will pay the loser’s training expenses 
and give him enough money to get home with.” 

“If you want it that way,” was Fitzsimmone’s re- 
oinder, “‘why, letit go. Amything satisfies me as 
ong a8 we meet and settle the question of superior- 


ity.”’ 
**Now,as to the weights,” asked Hall. “ What

“Suit yourself,” he responded. “I'll fightat 158 
or at catch weights. Take your choice.”

The two fighters shook hands and wished 
each other luck, 

Before parting, Hall told Fitzsimmons confiden- 
tially thathe bad already engaged the services of 
Howard b. Hackett, an expert handier of money, to 
countthe $37,600 for him. Fitzsimmons anewered 
good-naturedly, and said that he would be close by 
while the money was being counted.

HEADING OFF THIEVES. 


DEMOCRATS WATCHING THE REPUBLICAN 
EFFORTS TO STEAL LEGISLATURES. 


Senater Carlisle, who came to this oilty from 
Washington to confer with members of the 
Democratic National Campaign Committee on 
the situation in several Western States which 
are to elect United States Senators this year, 
returned yesterday afternoon. During the day 
the only fresh information received in this city, 


aside from the newspaper dispatches from Mon- 
tana, was a dispatch from California which 
brietiy outlined the situation in that State. 

E. C. Wall, the member of the Campaign Com- 
mittee from Wisconsin, who was with Chairman 
Harrity, Mr. Gorman, and Mr. Carlisle at tneir 
conferences last week, said that probably 
no more meetings of the committee 
would be held in this oity. There was 
nothiag further to be done at this end of the 
line, he said, unless there were developments 
which were now not expected. The situation 
in the States where Republican manipulation 
was expected was fully understood by the Na- 
tional Committee and by the Demooratic Sena- 
tors at Washington, and the local Democratic 
committees had been informed that they would 
have the moral support of the national organi- 
zation in their attempts to maintain their 
rights. 

The situation in Montana was disoussed yes- 
terday by several men who are familiar with 
politics in that State. The Legislature, com- 

osed of seventy members on joint ballot, will 

e@ atic, according to the reported action of 
officials there yesterday, giving two of the con- 
tested seats to Republicans. There are three 
Populiste who are expected to vote with the 
Republicans. 

A man who had recently come from Montana 
said the Democratic members of the Legislature 
were engaged in a row among themselves 
which threatened to become a serious matter. 
W. A. Olark of Butte City, who was one of the 
Senators elected by the Democratic Legislature 
two years ago, and wae refused a seat by the 
Benate, is a Senatorial candidate, supported by 
a majority of the present Democratic members. 
Opposed to him for local reasons are the 
friends of Marcus Daly, who has for years fig- 
ured as one of the “ Big Four.” Eleven members 
are counted on as being with Mr. Daly in his 
opposition to Mr. Clark, and they are in favor 
of sending William W. Dixon, the present mem- 
ber of Congress, to the Senate. r. Dixon has 
pot announced that he is acandidate. These 
differences, which spring te some extent out of 

e@ question ofa permanent location of the 

tate Capitol, it was said, would prevent the 
Democrats from going into a joint caucus. 

The Republicans also had more than one can- 
didate, Senator Sanders and Themas H. Carter 
beth having supporters. Mr. Sanders was 
opposed by a considerable number of the Re- 
publieans because of his action in the Fenate on 
the bill creating a military reservation at Hel- 


ena. 

Out of all these complications the contest, 
aside from the question of seating members of 
the Legislature, promised, the gentleman said, 
to be an extremely lively one.

MISS MEADE’S MONEY RETULNED., 


HER MOTHER’S DETECTIVE SKILL 
BROUGHT INTO SUCCESSFUL PLAY. 


On the night of Deo. 1 the wife of Police Jus- 
tice Meade and her daughter went to the Man- 
hattan Opera House, and after the perform- 
ance, as they rose to leave, Miss Meade’s purse 
fell from her lap to the floor. She discovered 
her loss when she reached the lobby and went 
back to see if she could find the missing pocket- 
book. It then transpired that another woman 
had dropped her purse about in the same place. 
A Mr. Hicks, who happened to stand near by, 
saw it fall, and picked up two purses from the 
floor, which he held up, inquiringif thelr own- 
ers would claim them. The second woman 
claimed her purse, and Miss Meade’s purse was 
claimed by a third woman whose presence of 
mind was equal to the emergency. 

In Miss Meade’s purse were, among other 
things, a bill of generous denomination, some 


loose change, and two tickets for the first night 
of “ Americans Abroad,” at the Lyceum, The- 
atre, which was a week ago lastnight Re- 
membering these tickets, Mra. Meade went to 
the Lyceum Theatre the next day and told Mr. 
Bunee her story, thinking that the thief might 
be traced thereby. 

Before long, Dr. Edwin Cudlipp, a dentist, of 
109 West Seventy-first Street, went to the box 
office with the tickets and asked to have the 
seats exchanged for others. When asked where 
he got the tickets, he said one of his patients, 
Mrs. A. L. Willey, gave them to him, saying she 
had found them at the Manhattan Athletic 
Club. Dr. Cudlipp said he wanted to take some- 
body to the theatre with him and feared that, 
since the tickets had been leat, there might be 
some trouble, therefore he wanted to get other 
seats in exchange. 

It was arranged that Mr. Hicks, the man who 
picked up the two purses, should be present at 
the Lyceum Theatre on Monday night, in com- 
pany with the Meades and a detective, in order 
to see if the person who accompanied Dr. Cud- 
lipp was the same to whom Mr, Hicks gave 
Miss Meade’s purse when he found it. It turned 
out that she was not at all the same person. 

Justice Meade then called on Dr. Cudlipp, 
who convinced the Justice that he had been 
unjustly suspected, and said Mrs. Willey was 
coming to his office on Wednesday to get some 
work done, at which time he would find out her 
address. The doctor asked that nothing further 
be done in the case until Thursday. 

No word from the doctor was received on 
Thursday, but on Friday Miss Meade’s purse, 
empty, was returned to her by mail. The pack- 
age bore a Brooklyn postmark. 

Mrs. Meade then went to see Dr. Cudlipp, who 
said Mrs. Willey had met herappointment on 
Wednesday, and had then said that a friend who 
lived in Brooklyn had given her the tickets. Dr. 
Cudlipp ascertained that Mrs. Willey lived at 

Y est Forty-third Street. 

Then Mrs. Meade went to call upon Mrs. 
Willey, but she was not at home. Mrs. Meade 
left a note for her, detailing the evidence held 
against her, and requesting that the money be 
returned before to-day, (Tuesday.) Otherwise, 
Mrs. Meade said, she would proceed against 
Mrs. Willey and have her arrested. 

Yesterday forenoon the postman broughta 
package to Mra. Meade’s home containing the 
money and a letter, which Mrs. Meade said was 
an “impertinent note.”” Mrs. Meade declined 
to make it public, and said that she was quite 
satisfied to get the purse and money back, and 
would not press the matter any further. She 
was covvineed that Dr. Cudlipp was notin any 
way to blame. 

Mrs. A. L. Willey’s apartment at 262 West 
Forty-third Street was dark last evening, and 
nobody answered the bell.

of the conference. 

Mr. Dixon's reply to this was, in effect, that 

he would call on Dr. Potter and see him pri- 
vately. Dr. Potter, however, wanted the mat- 
ter set right before the ministers, and he wrote 
that he would not see Mr. Dixon alone. Mr. 
Dixon's reply to thisjletter partook of the nature 
of a challenge.

ROBINSON TELLS MORE OF HIS 


HANDLING OF IT. 


The long-drawn contest over the will of Mrs. 
Levinia OC. Van Emburg, which has been before 
Surrogate Stephens of Richmond County for 
nearly a year, will be brought to a close on 
Deo. 30. 

There was a hearing in the caso at the Surro- 
gate’s Court, Stapleton, 8. IL, yesterday after- 
noon, and Dr. Samuel A. Robinson, the propo- 


nent of the will, was under cross-examination for 
nearly two hours by ex-Judge Kollins, counsel 
for Alexander W. Farrell, a nephew of Mrs. Van 
Emburg, who is contesting the will on the 
ground that Dr. Robinson exerted undue infiu- 
ence over the testatrix. 

More of the story of Dr. Robinson's remark- 
able business relations with his aged patient 
was brought out. The witness testified that he 
had invested $35,737.11 in railroad stocks and 
other securities. When questioned as to the 
safety ofthese investments, witness declared 
that he had advised Mrs. Van Emburg of better 
investments, but she insisted in buying those 
securities. He had kept Mrs. Van ey 
money on deposit with trust companies in this 
city until Maroh 4, 1891, ten months before her 
death, when he drew allthe cash out at her re- 
quest and keptitin hissafe in his office. She 
had insisted that he should do this. 

The doctor stated that between thaf time and 
her death he had only handled between $3,000 
and $4,000 of Mra. Van Emburg’s money, and 
she had expended allof it. He declared that 
she was a oareful, shrewd business woman, and 
produced a bookslate with some accounts said 
to be kept by herself to show that she kept 
track of her money.

WILSON G. HUNT’S WILL. 


BULK OF THE ESTATE GIVEN TO HIS 
BROTHER THOMAS’S FAMILY. 


The will of Wilaon G. Hunt, the wealthy re- 
tired cloth merchant, who died at the Claren- 
don Hotel on Dec. 7, was filed for probate yea- 
terday. It disposes of an estate estimated to 
amount to between $5,000,000 and $6,000,000, 
the bulk of which is left to the family of the 
testator’s brother Thomas. 

There are only three public bequests, To the 
Clinton Ha)! Association of New-York (the Mer- 
cantile Library) is given $2,000; to Cooper 
Union for the Advancement of Science and 
Art, $10,000, the income of one-half of which 
is specitically directed to be used in establish- 
ing, maintaining, and increasing a free library, 
which sum is increased by $20,000 by a codicil, 
and to the aptist Church of Hightstown, N. J., 
$10,000, to be used in the purchase of a new or- 
gan and in establishing and supporting musical 
services. 

The servants who were about Mr. Hunt are 
very handsomely remembered. John Bechampa, 
the testator’s gardener, will receive $1,000; 
George Beck, his coachman, eighty shares of 
the capital stock of the Delaware. Lackawanna 
and Western Railroad, of a par value of $50 
and worth now about $150; the chambermaid 
atj the Clarendon Hotel who cared for Mr. 
Hunt’s rooms, $1,000, John Dolan and Mike 
Baruey, Clarendon Hotel waiters, $1,000 each, 
and Maggie Wilson, a former chambermaid in 
the hotel and now the wife of the hotel porter, 
Owen, $1,000. 


The will was executed May 28, 1889, and the 


codicil July 28, 1892. By the will, Theodore 
F. Vail, George G. Williams, and George W. 
Powers wore appointed executors, and by the 
codicil Edward Cooper also becomes an ex- 
ecutor. 

Ellen D. Hunt, a daughter of the testator’s 
brother George, receives by the will $300,000 
and by the codicil $400,000, and each of the 
other children of the brother George and each 
of the ohildren of the brother Joseph get 
$30,000, 

Nephews Edward T. R. Applegate and Edward 
T, Hunt, and Mary Hunt Story, granddaughter 
ofthe brother Thomas, are each bequeathed 
$100,000, 

After other bequests to a number of relatives, 
ranging in amount from $1,000 to $35,000, and 
to Dr. John F. Talmageof Brooklyn of $20,000, 
which is increased $2,UU00 by the codicil, and to 
Theodore F. Vail, one of the executors, of 
$40,000, the residue of the estate is directed to 
be divided into sixths, 

One-sixth goes to Mary Hunt Story, the 
granddaughter of the brother Thomas; one- 
sixth to Nephew Edward T. Hunt, and cne- 
sixth each to the four children of the testator’s 
deceased niece, Maggie Talmage, namely, Lilian 
Talmage, Thomas Hunt Talmage, John F. Tal- 
mage, Jr., and Edward T. Hunt Talmage. 

To Mr. Hunt’s nephew T. R. Applegate is 
bequeathed the silver service presented to the 
testator by the Directors of the New-York, New- 
Haven and Hartford Kailroad Company, and to 
Ellen D. Hunt,the daughter of his brother George, 
will go the silver plate presented to Mr. Hunt 
by hia creditors in recognition of his action in 
paying them in full after he bad obtained a re- 
lease trom them py compromise. In the will is 
the expression of a desire that this plate shail 
always be retained in the family. To this niece 
are also given the horses, carriages, and har- 
ness. The horses are never to be soid or other- 
wise disposed of, and $6,000 is bequeathed to 
the niece to be experded in their care. 

In bequeathing to the family of his brother 
Thomas the greater partot his property. Mr. 
Hunt stated in the will that it was done in reo- 
ognition of the kindly sympathy and financial 
assistance given to him by Thomas at a most 
critical period in his business career.

The annual meeting ef the stockholders of 
the Real Estate Exchange yesterday afternoon 
proved to be the liveliest—so far as acrimony 
of debate was concerned—that the organization 
ever held. Since the meeting of 1891 the 
auctioneers’ secession and migration to 111 
Broadway have taken place, and yesterday the 
first chance was given for both sides to get 
together and express free opinions in open 
meeting on the merits of the controversy. The 
opportunity was improved. 

Although a number of the moat active auction- 
eers set up stands in the Broadway salesroom, 
they remained members of the Exchange and 
were free to vote and speak at the annual meet 
ing. President George RK. Read was Chairman. 
He eubmitted the report of the Directors, which 
hae been summarized in Tus Times, and then 
the debate began. 

Dbe report gives the administration sideof the 
xow with the auctioneers, and said, among other 
things, that the main question at issue was the 
right of the auctioneers to post as genuine 
sales which had not been made, and that more 
than half the property offered at auction in the 
year had been sold by wen remaining loyal to 
the Exchange. 

Morris Wilkins moved to strike oust all this 
partofthereport. The statements made were 
falee and misleading, he declared. The bogus- 
gales charge was unfounded, and tle figures of 
businese were all wrong. After Mr. Wilkins 
cams James L. Wells, aleo an auctioneer, and of 
the same way of thinking, only moreso. He 
wanted to strike outthe whole report. It was 
not signed, he said, and he wanted to know by 
whose authority it was issued. 

“By authority of the board,” replied Presi- 
dent Read. 

Philip 4. Smyth also protested against the re- 
port, and partioularly objected to the figures.

YEAR-—POULTRY FOR CHRISTMAS. 


By order of the Commissioners of Charities 
and Correction the bones that may be accumu- 
lated by the department the coming year, the

PLANS FOR MR, CORBIN’S TUNNEL. 


—_.———_ 
THE ENGINEER ESTIMATES FIVE YEARS 
FOR ITS COMPLETION. 


The proposed tunnel from the Flatbush Ave- 
nue (Brooklyn,) station of the Long Island Rail- 
road to the Pennsylvania station in Jersey 
City is taking shape rapidly, and Austin Corbin, 
who is engineering it, has interested a great 
many Pennsylvania menintbe deal. He has 
his working plans all drawn up and will apply 
to the Aldermen for a franchise withina few 
weeks. 

The Brooklyn mouth of this tunnel wili be in 
the open square at Flatbush and Atlantio Ave- 
nues. Numerous elevators will carry passen- 
gers down into the tunnel, and from that point 
trains will move under Flatbush Avenue, Ful- 
ton Street,and Pineapple Street to the East 
River, under that te this city, under Maiden 
Lane and Cortlandt Street to the North River, 
and under that into the’ Pennsylvania Kailroad 
station in Jersey City. 

There will be stations in Brooklyn at Fulton 
and Gold Streets, the City Hall, and Fulton and 
Clark Streets. There will be two stations in this 
city, one east of Broadway and the other west. 

The tunnel will be 29 feet in height and 21 
feet in width. Work.is to be begun at seven 
different points at once, each about half a mile 
apart. The tunnel itself will be about four 
miles long. 

Engineer Jacobs, who has spent about 
$50,000 in order to ascertain whether a tunnel 
was practicable, estimates that it will require 
two years to complete the excavations alone, 
the whole being completed ia five years, 

The depth of the tunnel at the Brooklyn ter- 
minus is to be 19 feet; at Furman Street, the 
water front, 114 feet; at South Street, this city, 
the water front, 118 feet; at Broadway, 140 
feet, aud at Greenwich Street, 119 feet. 

This tunnel will bring Brooklyn within ten 
minutes of Jersey City, but that is not the main 
object of ite construction. It would not be 
worth $5,000,000 to Austin Corbin and his 











associates to do that ‘Their idea is to 
copnect the Long Island Road with the 
great trunk lines to the West and South 


and to run through tratas in that way to 
the eastern end of Long Island, from which Mr. 

Corbin expects to start his line of five-day 
steamers to England. Such a connection would 
mean an enormous inorease in freight and pas- 

senger tratiic for the Long Island Railroad.

THE DISBROW HEIRS GO FROM THE 

SURROGATE’S TO THE POLICE COURT. 


Mrs. James H. Disbrow died some months 
ago, leaving an estate valued at.qver $200,000, 
and her sons and danghters, as well as her sons- 
in-law, have been fighting over it ever since, 
They have stirred up so much bad blood that 
they were all forced into a police court yester- 
day during au enforced adjournment of the con- 
test over the will of Mrs. Disbrow. 

This lady had six daughters, most of whom 
are married, and only one son, Benjamin H. 
Disbrow, but in her will she out this son off 
withouta dollar. He promptly engaged Dis- 
trict Attorney Ridgway and oontested the will, 


on the ground that hia mother was mentally 
weak from the eflect of two strokes of paralysis, 

and that bis sisters and their husbands had ob- 
tained the will through undue influence. 

One of the daughters is the wife of James H. 
Taggart of 463 Fifth Avenue, New-York, while 
another is the wife of Louis Rumpf of 504 Jef- 
ferson Avenue, Brooklyn. Taggart quarreled 
with his wife a long time ago, and in the will 
contest he has sided with young Disbrow. He 
has attended all the hearings before Surrogate 
Abbott in Brooklyn, has met Rumpf several 
times, and has had more than one dispute with 
him. 

Yesterday Taggart was to testify against the 
will, but when he reached the Surrogate's 
Court he was served with a warrant issued by 
Police Justice Tighe, charging him with having 
assaulted Rumpf. Distriet Attorney Ridgway 
wanted to have Taggart give his evidence and 
then go to the police court, but the officer who 
arrested him refused te agree to that, so all 
hands hurried over to Justice Tighe’s room. 
Rumpf alleged that on Thursday Taggart hit 
him withan umbrella and then with his fist. 
Bail was furnished, and Taggart gave his evi- 
dence before the Surrogate. 

During recess he andi Rumptf got into a row in 
the courtroom and had to be quieted and finally 
put out.
